Doubt    Aa    to    Acceptance 

No  '  announcement  regarding  Mr. 
Bonar  Law's  decision  has  been  made, 
.and  there  are  aome  doubta  whether  he 
will  accept  the  heavy  responsibility. 
If  he  declines.  It  la  considered  certain 
that  the  honor  will  fair  to  Mr.  David 
Lloyd  George.  The  continuation  of  the 
Coalition  Cabinet  with  aome  changes 
In  Its  membership  and  the  apeedlng  up 
of  the  war  management  waa  the  policy 
in  either  event. 

The  Premier's  decision  to  resign  and 
ad  vine  the  King  to  summon  Mr.  Andrew 
Bonar  Law  to  form  a  Cabinet  waa 
taken  after  a  day  of  extraordinary  po- 
litical excitement  and  activity.  There 
were  conetant  comings  and  goings  of 
the  political  leaders  between  Dpwning 
Street  and  the  various  Government  de- 
partments. Mr.  Asqulth  met  aeveral 
Untonlet  leaders  In  consultation,  in- 
cluding ICarl  Curzon,  Lord  Robert  Cecil 
and  the  Earl  of  Derby. 

Noticeable  absentees  from  this  con- 
ference were  Mr.  A.  .J.  Balfour,  who 
Is  111;  Mr.  Andrew  Bonar  Law,  Mr.  J. 
Austen  Chamberlain  and  Mr.  Waiter 
Hume  Long. 

Later,  in  the  afternoon  the  Premier 
met  his  supporters,  Including  Viscount 
tftrey,  Mr.  Lewie  Harcourt,  Mr.  Edwin 
8.  Montagu,  the  Marquis  of  Crewe,  Mr.  ' 
Reginald  McKenna,  Mr.  Walter  Runct- 
itien,  Lord  Buckmaster,  Mr.  H.  Samuel, 
Lord  Reading  and  Mr.  Arthur  Hender- 
son. The  meeting  lasted  for  more  than 
an  hour,  and  It  is  supposed  that  Mr. 
Aaqulth  explained  that  he  was  faced 
by  almost  Insuperable  obstacles  to  the 
reconciliation  of  the  eonftictlng  inter- 
est a.  and  Intended  to  tender  his  res  Ik  na- 
tion. Almost  immediately  the  premier 
drove  to  the  Palace  and  had  an  audi- 
ence with  the  King. 

Walk  of  Oemeral  Election 

It  new  la  remarked  that  when  Mr. 
Aaqulth  was  asked  In  the  House  yes- 
terday If  a  food  dictator  had  been  ap- 
pointed he  replied:  "I  don't  like  a  food 
(die**  tor." 

There  la  much  talk  tonight  of  the 
possibilities  of  a  general  election.  Mr. 
Bonar  Law  would  first  form  a  cabinet. 
If  ho  takes  office,  as  it  Is  necessary  that 
the  Government  be  carried  on.  and  then 
•ppeel  to  tho  electors  for  a  ratification 
of  hia  administration. 

There  is  strong  opposition,  however, 
to  any  political  campaign,  which  muat 
necessarily  divert  the  country's  ener- 
gies from  the  war  work  while  It  laated, 
ttnd  the  new  Oovemment  may  decide 
to  so  ahead  with  the  approval  of  the 
House  of  Commons  only  and  not  to  the 
voters. 

The  part  Mr.  David  Lloyd  George  la 
playing  In  tho  crisis  was  demonstrated 
plainly  today  by  the  fact  that  he  re- 
mained In  bin  office  while  the  Premier 
conferred  separately  with  the  Liberal 
and  Conservative  members  of  the  Cab- 
inet '  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  policy  had 
•upportera  In  both  camps.  His  strong- 
est Liberal  friend.  Lord  Reading,  car- 
ried messages  between  the  Premier's 
council    and    Mr.    Lloyd   George's    desk. 

It  waa  significant  to  onlookers  also 
that  Mr.  Bonar  Law  refrained  from  at- 
tending the  meeting  with  Mr.  Aaqulth, 
and  Lord  Carson  hastened  to  report  to 
him  at  the  Colonial  Office  Immediately 
after  the  conference  waa  ended. 
Politicians    surprised 

Mr.  Asquith's  retirement  has  taken 
the  politicians  eo  by  surprise  that  they 
are  not  yet  ready  to  predict  the  re- 
sult*. The  possibility  that  Mr.  Aaqulth 
will  consent  to  remain  In  the  Cabinet 
with  Mr.  Bonar  Law.  taking  the  post 
of  Lord  High  Chancellor,  In  which  It 
haa  long  been  considered  he  might  find 
a   congenial   berth   Is  discussed. 

Mr.  Herbert  Samuel's  promotion  from 
the  Homo  Secretaryship  to  Mr.  Regin- 
ald McKenna' s  position  at  the  Treasury 
also  la  predicted,  while  acceptance  of 
the  resignations  of  Viscount  Grey  and 
Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour,  which  some  of  the 
papers  backing  Mr.  Lloyd  George  are 
demanding,  la  leaa  likely  under  Mr. 
Bonar  Law's  regime  than  If  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  came  Into  power. 

The  Labor  party  certainly  will  hold 
a  mare  Important  part  In  any  new  Cab- 
inet than  It  has  been  filling  in  the  old. 

The  more  sensational  London  papers 
have  enjoyed  three  or  four  days  of  al- 
most frensled  excitement,  with  demands 
and  denunciations,  often  in  language 
stronger  than  the  dignity  of  British 
pel  Ittea  haa  permitted  In  the 
memory  of  the  present  generation.  The 
« metal  events  In  Roumanla  and  Greece 
have  been  given  a  secondary  place,  ex- 
cept aa  they. were  used  aa  a  basis  for 
attacks  aa  the   Ministers. 


group  of  newspapers  bave  for  aome 
time  put  forward  Mr.  Lloyd  George  as 
"the  strong  man"  the  country  needed, 
and  they  appeared  to  be  co-operating 
with  him  and  In  his  confidence  since* 
his  rebellion  when  the  Cabinet's  method 
was  launched  last  week. 

One  of  the  current  reports  has  been 
that  a  plan  was  on  foot  to  make  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  Premier,  with  Lord 
Nortltdlffe  his  War  Minister.  Between 
the  Northcliffe  press  and  the  London 
Liberal  papers  a  burning  feud  exists. 
Editor  Gardiner,  of  The  Dally  News,  In 
an  article  describing  Lord  Northcliffe 
as  a   "would-be  dictator."  said*: 

"If  the  present  Government  falls  it 
win  fall  because'  Lord  Northcliffe  de- 
creed   that    It   should    fall." 

The  editorial  added  that  any  new 
government  "would  have  to  Include 
Lord  Northcliffe  and  accept  his  die1 
tatorship,  or  It  would  suffer  the  fate 
of  Its   predecessor." 

Thla  prediction  could  not  apply  to 
Mr.  Bonar  Law,  who  baa  not  command- 
ed the  approval  of  a  section  of  his  own 
party's  press,  partly  because  they  con- 
sidered him  too  faithful  a  supporter 
of  Mr.  Asqulth  In  the  Coalition  Cabinet. 
Man   of   Business 

No  more  unspectacular  man  than  An- 
drew Bonar  Law  has  ever  held  the 
foremost  place  in  the  British  Govern- 
ment. He  commands  little  of  the 
orator's  arts.  His  training  has  been 
more  in  business  than  In  politics,  ana 
his  personality  and  methods  are  more 
those  of  the  solid  business  man  than 
the  professional  man. 

The  Press  Association  suggests  that 
It  la  possible  for  Mr.  Bonar  Law  to 
form  a  Unionist  ministry  with  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  included,  for  which  it 
could  find  justification  In  the  fact  that 
the  Unionists  supported  a  purely  Lib- 
eral Government  'during  the  first  stage 
of  the  war. 

The  Dally  News'  parliamentary  cor- 
respondent expresses  the  belief  that  It 
will  be  Impossible  to  form  another 
coalition  government.  He  says  Sir  Ed- 
ward Car  eon  and  Mr.  Lloyd  George 
would  both  serve  under  Mr.  Bonar 
Law's  premiership,  and  he  believes  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  Liberals  are  will- 
ing for  a  time  to  support  Mr.  Bonar 
Law. 

Blr  Bdward  Carson 

LONDON,  Dec,  6.— Although  Sir  Ed- 
ward Caraon  is  universally  mentioned 
aa  a  member  of  the  next  administration, 
one  of  his  friends  Is  quoted  as  saying 
that  Sir  Edward's  position  Is  one  of 
detachment  from  the  crisis,  and  that 
he  has  not  been  approaches!  with  a 
view  to  joining  the  War  Council.  One 
thing  only  was  certain,  namely,  that 
Sir  Edward  would  not  take  office  under 
Mr.  Aaqulth.

WASHINGTON,  Dec.  5.— A  Foreign 
Office  deapatch  received  tonight  from 
Athena  by  the  Greek  legation  here  says 
normal  conditions  have  been  restored  In 
the  capital.  It  describes  the  fighting 
between  the  Venizelists  and  Reservists. 
Incident  to  the  clash  between  Greek,  affil 
Allied  troops  on  Saturday  aa  an  attempt- 
ed Insurrection  by  rowdies,  who  Were 
quickly  suppressed. 

"As  you  have  already  been  informed, 
rowdies  attempted  Saturday  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  deplorable  encounters  which 
occurred  between  the  detachments  of  the 
Allies  and  the  Greek  troops  to  create  a 
sudden  Insurrection.  They  killed  and 
Injured  several  civilians  and  military 
men. 

"The  Government  took  Immediately 
the  necessary  steps,  and  order  waa 
quickly  re-established.  The  capital  now 
is  normal." 

A  report  from  Minister  Droppers  at 
Athens  reaching  the  State  Department 
today,  said  there  was  much  excitement 
in  the  Greek  capital,  but  gave  few  par- 
ticulars about  the  situation.  It  was  the 
first  time  the  Minister  had  been  heard 
from  In   weeks. 

Order  Be  stored 

LONDON.  Dec.  t. — Order  haa  been  re- 
established at  Athens,  said  the  Marquis 
of  Crewe,  Lord  President  of  the  Council, 
In  the  Houae  of  Lords  today,  quoting 
cablegrams  from  the  British  minister 
there.  Bands  of  Greek  reservists,  which 
are  believed  to  have  been  connected  with 
the  attacka  on  the  Allied  troops  and  ad- 
herents of  Venlseloa,  a,  have  been  dis- 
missed, he  said,  and  the  city  Is  guarded 
by    regular    troops. 

The  British  subjects  have  been  advised 
to  proceed  to  Piraeus,  where  they  can 
be  placed  In  positions  of  safety,  al- 
though no  danger  to  British  life  or 
property  Is  apprehended.  The  Marquis 
said  that  that  did  not  Imply  that  the 
Government  regarded  the  situation  leas 
gravely  or  was  In  any  degree  less  de- 
termined to  fix  the  responsibility  for 
the  (fighting  of  Friday  and  to  see  that 
such  an  Incident  was  not  repeated. 


ROME.  Dec.  6— The  Chamber  of  Dep- 
utise reconvened  today.

Mr.  Gardiner,  repre- 
sentative of  the  Tyee  Coe»peny  having 
come  out  from  England  to  complete  them. 
Who  are  the  purchasers  or  at  what  figure 
they  acquired  the  plant  Is  not  announced, 
but  It  la  admitted  that  they  are  "big  peo- 
ple" In  a  financial  and  mining  way.  Thla 
will  be  their  first  entrance  Into  tbe  Brlt- 
lah  Columbia  field,  and  hence  their  acquisi- 
tion of  the  property  will  prove  welcome 
news  to  t hoar  •  Interested  In  the  develop- 
ment of  the  mining:  and  smelting  Industry 
of    the    Island. 

For  some  time  past  efforts  have  been 
made  by  local  organisations  Interested  In 
the  development  of  Vancouver  Island's 
mineral  resources  to  Induce  the  Govern- 
ment to  take  st'ps  to  bring  about  tha 
opening  of  the  Ladyamlth  smaller,  and 
only  yesterday  a  deputation  waited  upon 
the  Premier  and  Minister  of  Mines  with 
that   end   In   view.

POST  OFFICE  WAR  WORK 


Strong  Pressure  Exercised  to 
Cause  Men  to  Sign  Con- 
tracts for  Work— Most  otij 
Them  Are  Refusing. 


Extra  Efforts  Made  to  Secure! 
Skilled  Workers  in  Order  to' 
Release  Germans  for  Army* 
— Factory  Hands  Taken, 


LONDON,  Dec.  5— The  latest  reports 
with  regard  to  the  Belgian  deportations 
by  the  Germane  show  that  the  deports-, 
tlon    is    steadily    going    on. 

Deportations   from  Antwerp   have  he- 
come  methodical,   with  4,000  men  under 
orders  to  present  themselves  every  day 
at  the  railroad  station.    Of  this  number, 
up  to  the  middle  of  November,  slightly 
under  fi.OOO   had   been  sent   to  Germany  . 
from  the  city  of  Antwerp  alone,  not  in-  ! 
eluding   the  country   districts   nearby. 
Offered  Contracta  for  Work 

When  the  men  present  themselves  at 
the  station,  the  reports  say.  the  Ger- 
mans make  every  effort  to  Induce  them 
to  sign  contracta  for  work,  among  the 
inducements  being  an  offer  of  wages  of 
six  marks  daily.  Thoae  falling;  to  sign 
are  told  that  they  will  receive  only 
three  marks  and  be  forced  to  work  In 
the  camps.  Married  men  who  sign  re- 
ceive an  advance  of  forty  marks  and 
single  men  twenty  marks,  and  their  are 
allowed  to  go  home  for  two  or  three 
days  before  starting.  They  also  are 
promised  that  they  will  be  sent  to 
Liege  or  Longwy  if  they  elgn. 

Despite  strong*  pressure,  most  of  the 
Belgians  have  refused  to  sign.  Those 
presenting  certificates  of  employment  in 
general  are  released,  but  thoae  without 
certificates  are  loaded  on  the  trains 
and  aent  to  Oermany.  More  than  100 
men  employed  In  a  guano  factory  were 
aent  to  Oermany  in  one  contingent.  In 
the  provinces  the  man  are  placed  In 
alngle  file;  thoae  selected  are  told  to 
go  to  the  right  and  those  roleased  are 
told  to  go  to  the  left.  Many  Ware  so 
stunned  or  bewildered  that  they  failed 
to  obey  the  directions,  but  as  their 
cards  contained  no  Indication  that  they 
were  released.  If  they  happened  to 
turn  to  the  right  they  wont  to  Oermany. 


OTTAWA.  Dec.  ft. — Assigned  pay 
cheques,  separation  allowance  cheques 
and  other  cheques  of  s  purely  military 
nature  addressed  to  relatives  and  fami- 
lies of  soldiers  In  every  part  of  Canada 
era  passing  through  the  postoasce  here 
at  an  average  of  3.000  a  day. 

During  tbe  last  month  more  than  IftO,- 
000  of  these  cheques  had  to  he  handled 
by  the  postottee. 

The  number  of  letters  and  parcels  le 
soldiers  la  Kngland  and  France  Is  con- 
siderably greater  this  year  than  last 
year.  In  one  mall  alone  a  few  days  ago 
there  ware  41ft  packages  for  Canadian 
prisoners  of  war.  Daring  the  month 
of  November  the  total  number  of  par- 
eels  to  Canadian  orison  era  of  war  was 
almost  2v*W* 


In  general  the  German  soldiers  treat- 
ed the  workers  wall,  hut  in  some,  cases 
Ill-treatment  la  reported.  Whsn  the  em- 
ployers protested  they  were  told  that 
such  action  would  have  bean  unneces- 
sary If  the  burgomasters  had  turned  In 
Hats    of    unemployed. 

Seemingly  the  Germans  are  making 
efforts  to  secure  skilled  labor.  Virtual- 
ly In  every  case  the  relief  organization 
has  been  compelled  to  Intervene  to 
secure  the  release  of  workers  It  has  de- 
veloped that  they  were  skilled.  Rail- 
way workers  are  particularly  liable  to 
be  ordered  deported.  Only  a  small 
number  of  workers  holding  cards  show- 
ing that  they  are  In  the  service  of  the 
relief  commission  have  been  taken,  and 
It  Is  reported  these  cases  have  been  the 
subject  of  protest  by  neutral  ministers 
at  Brussels.

WINNIPEG,  Dec.  6.— A.  M.  Nanton, 
president  of  the  Patriotic  War  Fund  foe 
Manitoba,  in  an  Interview  yesterday  ex- 
pressed hie  views  on  the  question  of 
conscription.  Mr.  Nanton  believes  that 
an  immediate  enrollment  should  be 
made  of  all  male  Canadians  between 
the  ages  of  alxteen  and  alxty.  The 
method^  he  *ug gests  is  that  th*  same 
system  and  a*;encles  be  employed  *■  in 
a  general  election.  A  special  feature 
of  hi*  plan  la  that  th*  classification  In 
all  cases  should  bo  done  locally,  and  not 
In  Ottawa,  He  Is  of  the  opinion  that 
a  million  cards  thrown  late  offices  In 
Ottawa  would  produce  a  congestion 
from  which  order  would  never  he 
evolved.  He  further  suggests  that 
after  the  classification  Is  completed, 
■vsry  Canadian  should  be  in  possession 
of  a  hedge,  which  would  indicate  bis 
standing. 

■  Mr.  Nanton'*  plan  would  divide  all 
Canadians  men  Into  Ave  classes.  Th* 
Arst  would  consist  of  these  too  old  or 
too  young,  the  second  of  those  who 
have  already  been  turned  down  by  the 
military  authorities,  the  third  of  those 
who  cannot  b*  spared  from  the  civil 
life  of  the  country-,  the  fourth  of  those 
available  men  who  can  be  spared,  and 
the  fifth  of  aliens. 

Hs  would  provide  in  tbe  first  place 
similar  badges  for  all  to  show  that  they 
wee*  enrolled.  At  a  latter  date  he 
would  provide  special  badge,  for 
classes  one,  two,  throe  and  five.  leav- 
ing th*  fourth  class  with  the  first 
badge.  All  citlsens  would  be  required 
to  wear  their  distinguishing  badge'  or 
pay  the  penalty.

"WASHINGTON.  Dec.  5. — Curtailment 
of  coaling  privileges  at  British  ports  is 
threatening  far-reaching  effects  on 
American  shipping,  and  while  represen- 
tations have  been  made  to  Gr.eat  Britain 
by  the  State  Department  it  is  realized 
that  it  may  be  difficult  to  secure  any  al- 
leviation of  the  constantly  tightening 
res  trio  ions  imposed  by  the  British  au- 
thorities. Officials  point  out  that  the 
right  to  coal  at  foreign  ports  Is  based 
almost  entirely  on  international  comity, 
and  that  treaty  pledges  in  the  present 
Instance  are  not  of  a  nature  to  make 
the  case  entirely  clear. 

rmbassy's  Announcement 
Oreat  Britain's  inability  to  guarantee 
bunker  coal  to  any  vessel  not  utilising 
It  "in  such  a  way  that  British  or  allied 
Interests  are  benefitted,"  was  announced 
In  a  statement  today  by  the  British 
embassy  in  the  form  of  a  memorandum 
drawn  up  in  London. 

The  announcement  is   the  first  public 
expression,    officials    say.    of     a     policy 
which   has   been   in   operation    for   some 
time.     Many  American  ships  have  been 
refused  coal,   it   Is  declared,  and   conse- 
quently  held   up   three  days   to  a  week, 
with   heavy   loss    to    their   owners.      The 
general  force  of  this  policy,  officials  be- 
lieve, will  be  to  seriously  embarrass  all 
Independent  trade  with  non-Allied  coun- 
tries.    It  is  declared  that  trade  between 
this    country    and    the    Philippines,    for 
Instance,   can    be  conducted   only   under 
the  greatest  difficulties,  as  Great  Britain 
owns  most  of  the  coaling  stations  along 
the   way.      Trade   to    South    America   Is 
expected    to    be    crippled    also,    because 
most  of  the  coaling  facilities  in  harbors 
their  are  owned  by   the  British. 
Teasel  Shortage 
The  German  submarine  campaigns  are 
believed    to    be   largely    responsible    for 
the  ruling,  their  inroads  on  world  ship- 
ping  Influencing   the   Allies   to  conserve 
their    vessels    and    fuel.      Not    only    Is 
there  a  shortage  of  ships  for  the  carry- 
ing   trade,    It    is    s*ld.    but   a    desire    to 
hold  as  few   vessels'  aft  possible  in  car- 
rying coal  to  various  stations  about  the 

world. 

Officials  expect  Great  Britain  to  de- 
fend the  new  regulations  aa  she  defend- 
ed the  blacklist,  on  the  ground  that  it  is 
purely  internal  legislation.

OTTAWA,  Dec.  6. — The  long  drawn 
out  fight  over  the  location  of  the  rail- 
way station  at  Fort  George  is  likely  to

•  During  the  last  Interview  between  the 
King  and  Admiral  du  Fournet  the  lat- 
ter told  the  monarch  explicitly  what 
positions  the  Allies  Intended  io  occupy. 
To  that  stutsment  the  King  made  no 
reply,  and  It  was  eventually  arranged 
that  no  measures  of  force  should  be 
employed  on  either  side.  The  French 
admiral  had  the  assurances  of  the  King 
and  Government  that  public  order  would 
not  be  disturbed. 

The  first  treacherous  move  was  played 
during  the  night  of  Thursday.  Strong- 
forces  moved  out  of  the  city,  the  im- 
pression being  conveyed  to  the  populact 
that  this  measure  was  taken  as  a  pre- 
caution, and  that  the  absence  of  troop* 
from  the  city  would  prevent  any  col- 
lision!. As  a  matter  of  fact,  however, 
these  forces  were  sent  deliberately  to 
occupy  those  positions  which  the  Ad- 
miral had  Informed  the  King  the  Allies 
would  peacefully  occupy.  These  posi- 
tions were  the  heights  overlooking;  the 
stadium  and  Zappelon  grounds  and  the 
Zappelon  building  extension,  in  which 
a  detachment  of  French  marines  were 
already  quartered.  Then  came  the 
Philipapuia  and  Observatory  hills,  near 
the  Acropolis,  and  In  addition  small 
Oreek  forces  occupied  clusters  of  houses 
on  both  aides  of  the  Singros  road,  lead- 
ing- from  the  city  to  Phaleron.  Finally,. 
strong  detachments  took  possession  of 
the  Rougos  barracks,  away  on  the  other 
side  of  the  Athens-Piraeus  railway. 
Such  were  the  Greek  military  disposi- 
tions early  on  Friday   morning. 

The   Opening  Shot 

The  Allied  forces  at  Piraeus  were 
slightly  over  2,000  strong.  They  pro- 
ceeded In  three  sections  towards  the 
positions  mentioned.  A  small  force  of 
several  hundred  British  sailors  reached 
the  Zappelon  building  unmolested.  It 
was  the  second  force  of  French  ma- 
rines, directed  toward  the  barracks, 
which  flrat  came  Into  armed  contact 
with  the  Greeks.  This  part  of  the  af- 
fair was  described  by  a  43reek  colonel. 
Two  detachments  approached  one  an- 
other, each  having  most  strict  orders 
not  to  fire.  However,  a  Greek  officer 
lost  his  head,  and  some  one  fired.  Both 
parties  then  sought  shelter,  and  the  fire 
from  the  Greeks  being  returned,  the  first 
fighting  of  the  day  began.  This  little 
battle  continued  for  the  greater  part  of 
the  day,  till  the  French  force  was  with- 
drawn at  night.  Here  it  was  that  the 
fighting  began,  and  here  also  the  last 
shot  of  the  day  was  flred,  and  the 
losses  probably  amounted  to  a  dozen  on 
each 'side. 

The  most  serious  struggle  took  place 
at  the  Zappeion  building,  a  vast  hall 
designed  for  exhibitions,  but  now  used 
as  a  mtltlary  storehouse.  What  hap- 
pened there  makes  it  difficult  to  be- 
lieve In  the  existence  of  anything  but  a 
military  plot  against  the  Allied  forces. 
When  the  firing  began  at  the  barracks 
Admiral  du  Fournet  was  at  the  Zap- 
pelon building,  and  without  warning 
Are  was  opened  from  the  heights.  The 
admiral  was  standing  with  a  group  of 
officers  and  men  outside  the  building 
when  a  machine  gun  opened  fire  and 
six  of  the  group  fell  wounded.  The  Ad- 
miral had  a  very  narrow  escape,  and 
the  position  soon  became  very  serious. 
The  rifle  and  machine  gun  Are  became 
heavier  every  minute,  and  the  French 
and  British  were  forced  to  return  the 
Are,  one  of  their  machine  guns  being 
mounted  on   the  roof. 

Ttom    Boyal    Gardens 

Then  the  treachery  was  added  to.  Be- 
hind the  building  lie  the  gardens  of  the 
royal  palace,  and  from  there,  too,  rifles 
and  machine  guns  opened  Are.  The  fire 
continued  heavily  all  day,  the  Greeks 
eventually  using  shrapnel  from  the 
heights  above  the  stadium. 

The  third  scene  of  the  lighting  wa„ 
on  the  Phlllpapuls  and  Observatory 
hills,  near  the  towering  Acropolis  rock, 
familiar  to  all  who  are  Informed  of  the 
lie  of  the  classic  grounds  Where  are  the 
ruins  of  the  grandeur  and  glory  of 
Greece  of  olden  times.  The  advancing 
force  of  the  Allies  found  the  Greeks 
on  the  heights  In  strong  positions,  and 
here,  perhaps,  the  heaviest  losses  oc- 
curred. For  a  long  time  the  filing  from 
rifles  and  machine  guns  was  Incessant. 
A  heavy  Are  was  coming  from  both 
hills,  not  only  against  the  Allied  forces 
at  the  foot,  but  from  a  cluster  of 
houses  several  hundred  yards  away  on 
the  right.  Shortly  after  1  o'clock  the 
Greeks  on  Phlllpapuls  Hill  -cnarged. 
and  took,  as  they  were  in  greatly  super- 
ior force,  a  number  of  French  marines 
prisoner,  the  number  being  variously 
estimated  at  from   40  to  100. 

In  the  afternoon  the  flrinff  In  all 
parts,  though  leas  severe,  continued 
with  little  lull,  and  darkness  fell  with 
fighting   still    going    on. 

Between  «  and  7  o'clock  the  Allied 
fleet  opened  Are  from  Kerasonl  Bay, 
sending  30  shells  to  the  hills  which  the 
Greeks  occupied.  Four  of  those  shells 
landed  In  the  neighborhood  of  the  royal 
palace,  and  one  damaged  the  royal 
kitchens.  This  biff  sun  persuasion  had 
not  a  little  to  do  with  the  conclusion 
of  the  day's  armistice,  with  which  about 
t  o'clock  the  fight  came  to  an  end.  The 
King  and  the  Entente  ministers  were  In 
conference  when  the  firing  wan  on. 

During  the  night  the  Allied  detach- 
ments were  withdrawn  to  Piraeus. 


After  the  victory  of  Friday  the  Greek 
military  forces,  aided  by  n  largo  num- 
ber of  armed  reservists,  gave  them- 
selves over  to  hunting  down  Venlsellsts. 
Yesterday  all  day  long  the  worst  sort 
Of  anarchy  prevailed.  The  man  hunt 
began  before  It  was  light.  The  military 
were  In  complete  possession  of  the  city. 

Houses  of  Venlsellsts  were  raided, 
and  many  prominent  Liberals,  with 
their  hands  tied,  were  marched  through 
the  city  streets  to  Jail.  The  offices  of 
all  Liberal  newspapers  were  entered 
and  their  archives  carried  off.  None  of 
them  appeared  that  morning.     Early  la

Street  wore  riddled  with  bullets  been— o. 
It  Is  stated,  shots  were  fired  from  the 
windows.  Two  maaiaa  guna  , 
mounted  In  Constitution  Square,  and  for 
ten  minutes  were  turned  on  the  upper 
story  of  the  Illon  Palace  Hotel,  from 
which.  It  is  stated,  shota  had  been  fired. 
The  walla  and  windows  were  com- 
pletely riddled.  The  hotel  was  then  en- 
tered and  arresta  made. 

By  night  practically  all  prominent 
Liberals  were  under  lock  and  key.  Thla 
morning  all  la  reported  quiet  In  the 
city. 


SUITS  AGAINST  SEATTLE 


SEATTLE,  Wash..  Dec.  8.— Claims 
totalling  1176,000  have  been  filed 
against  the  city  of  Seattle  by  residents 
of  Everett  aa  the  result  of  the  invasion 
of  Everett  by  Industrial  Workers  of 
the  World  by  steamboat  on  Nov.  S, 
when  two  citizens  of  Everett  and  five 
Industrial  Workers  were  killed  In  a 
pistol  battle  at  the  Everett  wharf.  The 
claimants  are  lira  Grace  B.  Curtiss, 
whose  husband.  Lieut.  Chas.  O.  Curtiss, 
of  the  reserve  corps  of  the  National 
Guard  of  Washington,  was  killed  In  the 
fighting:  the  heirs  of  Jefferson  Beard, 
chief  deputy  sheriff  of  Snohomish 
County,  who  was  also  slain  In  the  bat- 
tle: Elmer  Hue  lire  r  and  H.  B.  Black- 
burn, members  of  the  sheriff's  posse, 
who  were  wounded  In  resisting  the 
landing  of  the  I.  W.  W.'a.  Curtiss  and 
Beard  were  likewise  members  of  the 
sheriff's  posse. 

Mrs.  Curtiss  asks  $75,000:  the  heirs 
of  Deputy  Sheriff  Beard.  $80,000,  and 
Buelirer  and  Blackburn,  $28,000  each. 
The  .claims  are  based  on  the  charge 
that  the  1.  W.  W.  expedition  was  un- 
lawfully  permitted  to  organize  here. 

Forty-two  1.  W.  W.'a  who  are  alleged 
to  have  participated  In  the  Exerett  In- 
vasion, and  who  are  accused  of  unlaw- 
ful assembly,  stated  through  their  at- 
torney, when  arraigned  In  court  here, 
that  they  would  Ale  separate  demurrers 
to  the  complaints.

Explanation  of  the  Rapidity 
With  Which  Von  Mackensen 
Crossed  Danube — Russian 
Drive  in  Northern  Mountains, 


LONDON*.  Dec.  5. — The  astonishing 
facility  with  which  the  Danube  was 
crossed  by  the  German  army  between 
Sistova  and  Zlmnltxa,  says  the  Petro- 
ffrad  correspondent  of  The  Chronicle,  Is 
to  be  explained,  like  most  German  suc- 
cesses since  the  beginning  of  the  war, 
by  technical  superiority.     He  contlnues- 

"Powerful  long  range  batteries  were 
established  at  many  points  on  the  right 
bank  and  on  several  Islands,  and  these 
prevented  Roumanian  gunboats  navi- 
gating the  river.  At  the  same  time 
other  long  range  batteries  drove  back 
the  Roumanian  batteries,  which,  On  the 
left  bank,  had  tried  in  vain  to  defeat 
the  German  attack.  Then  Austrian 
monitors,  having  nothing  to  fear  from 
the  Russian  and  Roumanian  boats,  in- 
terfered and  protected  that  operation, 
which,  in  one  Jump,  brought  the  enemy 
to  the  vicinity  of  Bucharest. 

"While  these  momentous  events  are 
occurring  In  the  south,  the  Russian 
army  has  not  remained  Idle.  With 
strenuous,  efforts  in  mountainous  coun- 
try, where  railway  are  scarce  and  roads 
deluged  by  Autumn  rains,  Russia  has 
extended  her  front  southward  about 
130  miles — an  operation  successfully 
achieved  now,  but  one  which,  if  dense 
fogs  had  not  fortunately  shrouded  it, 
might  have  proved  singularly   risky. 

The  Russians  on  the  great  road  from 
Okna  to  Clk-Serada  drove  back  the  Teu* 
tons  and  reached  the  valley  of  the  river 
Trotus,  just  at  the  time  when  German 
pioneers  were  prepared  to  blow  up  the 
railway  bridge.  Here  a  lieutenant  with 
a  small  number  of  men  rushed  unex- 
pectedly through  the  mountains  Into  tho 
rear  of  these  pioneers,  cap' fed  them 
and  prevented  the  explosion  that  would 
have  destroyed  the  bridge.  The  Russian 
success  at  Clk-Serada  was  of  great  Im- 
portance, because  the  railway  to  Kron- 
stadt  was  one  of  the  main  lines  of  com- 
munication of  Falkenhayn's  army. 


Belief  Money  for 
NEW  YORK,  Dec.  8. — When  Ambas- 
sador James  W.  Gerard  sailed  today  on 
the  steamer  Frederic  VIII  for  Berlin 
he  took  with  him  $28,000,  collected  by 
the  American  Relief  Committee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
German  soldiers  killed  In  the  war.  It 
was  announced  by  Geo.  B.  McClellan, 
chairman  of   the   committee.

Mr,  C.  G.  D.  Roberts  Writes  of 
Journey  Across  Shell-Torn 
Waste  to  Canadian  Divisional 
Artillery  Headquarters. 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  6. — From  the  pen  of 
Charles  O.  D.  Roberts,  the  well  known 
Canadian  poet,  comes  an  article  describ- 
ing- a  visit  to  the  Canadian  divisional 
artillery  In  France,  issued  by  the  Can- 
adian War  Records  Office.  Mr.  Roberts 
Is  the  special  press  correspondent  at- 
tached to  the  Canadian  corps  In  France. 
Writing  under  the  caption  "D\v  Arty,' 
which  Is  the  recognized  war  sone  nick- 
name for  "divisional  artillery  headquar- 
ters," and  with  "Red  Rust  Waste 
Wrought  by  the  Canadian  Guns"  as  Kin 
sub-title.    Mr.    Roberts   eays: 

"You  have  started  out  to  cross  the 
monstrous,  stark  naked,  shell  tortured 
expanse  of  red  mud  In  which  'Dlv. 
Arty,'  the  Canadian  divisional  artillery, 
has  dug  his  hidden  lairs.  Somewhere 
far  ahead  of  you.  In  an  undistinguished 
wrinkle  of  the  mud,  lies  one  of  the 
most  advanced  of  these  lairs,  to  which 
you  are  bound.  Involuntarily,  you 
glance  back  toward  the  low  mounds  of 
debris  Interspersed  with  a  few  splinter- 
ed tree  trunks,  wblch  are  all  that  re- 
mains of  a  certain  pleasant  villa  sre  of 
the  Homme.  You  have  just  passed 
through  It,  and  have  been  assured  that 
It  was  a  village  only  the  other  day,  a 
village  in  whlcl]  all  the  world,  at  that 
partlcuar  moment,  took  an  Interest. 
For  all  the  Interest  of  the  site  you  had 
not  felt  tempted  to  linger  there  unduly, 
for  the  German  shell*  were  "crumping" 
all  about  It  with  a  disturbing  Irregu- 
larity, and  the  dead  mounds  rocked  to 
the  discharge  of  our  own  "heavies,"  but 
now  In  comparison  with  the  rust-tied 
waste  before  you,  shelterless  as  the 
roof  of  the  world,  the  place  looks  abso- 
lutely attractive.  Back  there  you  might 
at  least  achieve  cover  from  view.  You 
might  hope  to  be  mistaken  for  the  trunk 
of  a  blasted  tree.  But  out  here  you  feel 
quite  .needlessly  conspicuous.  You  think 
that  every  German  gun  must  have  Its 
eye  upon  you,  which  gives  you  a  sense 
of    loneliness   and    resentment. 


"As  you  push  on  your  laborious  way, 
however,  this  feeling  quickly  passes  off. 
You  grow  philosophical.  Your  mind  Is 
centred  on  the  desirability  of  reaching 
that  advance  lair  of  *Dlv  Arty'  before 
dark,  lest  your  companion,  who  alone 
knows  the  way,  should  miss  It  and  trad 
you  whither  you  have  no  desire  to  go. 
You  reflect  upon  the  utter  Insignificance 
of  tha  two  besmirched  and  tolling  fig- 
ures, an  aiming  mark  so  small  and  no 
Illusive  that  no  German  would  be  tempt- 
ed to  squander  a  shell  upon  It.  You 
realise  that  tho  shells  which  are  drop- 
ping and  bursting  here  and  there  about 
yen  do  not  Intend  anything  personal. 
They  are  feeling  about  for  the  lairs 
of  IHv.  Aarty.'  which  they  know  to  be 
sratterni  among  the  shell  holen  some 
where. 

•■Finally,    the    Immediate    business    of 
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picking  your  path  and  keeping  up  with 
your  companion  (who  has  been  wiser 
than  you  In  leaving  his  heavy  overcoat 
behind)  Is  too  engrossing  for  any '  full  m 
worry  about  the  shells.  The  only  half- 
way tolerable  footing  is  along  the  ridges 
between  the  shell  holes,  which  contain 
water  and  slime  and  diversified  relics 
of  a  recent  struggle  for  this  area.  You 
have  not  the  slightest  Inclination  to 
gain  cover  by  slipping  down  Into  the 
shell  holes,  and  It  takes  a  lot  of  care 
to   keep   out  of   them. 

Safe  Bnt  Uncomfortable 
"A  little  later  you  come  to  a  side  en- 
trnnce  to  a  deep  communication  trench, 
and  a  sentry  urgently  warns  you  Into 
It,  as  a  special  little  strafe  has  just  be- 
gun. The  trench  seems  very  safe.  But 
the  going  Is  very  slippery,  and  you  get 
hotter  and  hotter  while  the  trench  winds 
and  winds  Interminably,  until  your 
guide,  who  is  a  daredevil  Canadian  col- 
onel, declares  that  It  hi  taking  you 
miles  and  miles  out  of  your  way.  He 
suggests  climbing  forth  and  making  a 
short  cut,  aa  the  hour  Is  getting  late. 
There  are  no  Tommies  about  to  be  cor- 
rupted by  the  bad  example.  A  shell 
burst  on  the  parapet  nearby  affords  a 
convenient  exit  and  cooler  outside,  with 
a  pleasant  evening  breexe  fanning  across 
the  unimaginable  desolation.  The  sin- 
ister twilight  Is  pierced  and  shot  across 
with  the  ceaseless  flashing  of  the  guns. 
Along  the  whole  horlson  they  ring  you 
in.  Here  and  there  about  the  Hun 
position  a  green  glare  soars  into  the 
sky,  mallgny  beautiful.  Beneath  the  In- 
cessant far-flung  thunder  of  the  dis- 
charges you  lose  sll  sense  of  personal 
danger — you  feel  so  small  and  lost  In 
the  vastness  of  it  all  that  It  would  bo 
nothing  short  of  a  miracle  for  a  shell 
to   find    you. 

"Suddenly,  quite  clear  against  the 
background  of  stupendous  sound  comes 
the  quiet  voice  of  your  companion.  'Here 
we  are,'  he  remarks,  as  casually  as  If 
he  had  just  steered  you  to  some  little 
cafe  door  in  a  darkened  Soho  Street."

Arerage  of  Over  Thousaad    »*r    Month 
i«suad  by  asnnrtnunt  of  ii- 

termal   Affaire 

OTTAWA.  Dec.  I.— Tha  Department 
of  External  Affairs  under  Sir  Joseph 
Pope  Is  now  Issuing  an  average  of 
over  one  thousand  passports  a  month. 
The  number  Is  fully  twelve  times  as 
many  as  were  Issue*,  before  the  war, 
and  the  work  of  the  Department  in 
charge  of  this  branch  has  been  corre- 
spondingly Increased  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  majority  of  Intending  travel- 
ers to  Great  Britain  leave  tho  question 
of  scouring  passports  almost  to  the  last 
minute.  It  Is  requested  that  those  who 
intend  leaving  Canada  should  give  ade- 
quate notice  of  applications  for  pass- 
ports, thus  avoiding  confusion  and  pos- 
sible disappointment. 

The  number  ot  passports  Issued  rep- 
resents practically  the  number  of  Can- 
adians who  are  leaving  Canada  for  Eng- 
land thla  month.  About  half  the  total 
of  one  thousand  per  month  are  women. 
In  the  past  twelve  months  It  Is  esti- 
mated that  fully  11.000  women  have 
gone  from  Canada  to  England. 

Despite  the-  Government's  warning 
sgslnst  an  Influx  of  women  into  the 
United  Kingdom,  thus  unnecessarily  da- 
creasing  the  food  supply,  there  la  as 
yet  little  evidence  that  the  Warning  Is 
being  heeded. 


OTTAWA,  Dec.  6— The  commission 
on  scientific  and  Industrial  research 
which  was  appointed  a  few  days  ago 
met  In  Ottawa  yesterday  for  purposes 
of  organisation  and  consultation  with 
the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce. 
The  creation  of  tho  sclsntlflo  body  fol- 
lows a  British  precedent.

Bonar  Law  haa  proved  an  Im- 
aoeet  ta  tha  Unlontat  Party  dur- 
tha  term  of  hla  leadership  which 
now  extended  over  Ave  yeara.  As 
Secretary  for  tha  Colonics  in  the  late 
Coalition  Ministry  he  haa  been  a  tower 
of  strength  to  his.  colleagues.  Now,  as 
tha  head  of  a  new  Government,  he  haa 
an  unrivalled  opportunity  of  making-  a 
great  name  In  history. 

Tha  people  of  this  country  will  feel 
an  undoubted  pride  In  the  fact  that 
Britain's  new  Prima  Minister  la  a 
Canadian.  It  la  tha  drat  time  In  the 
Empire'*  annals  that  one  born  in  the 
Dominion  haa  attained  this  high  honor. 
The  Position  HfJ  Man  reached  by  aheer 
merit.  Mr.  Law  haa  had  to  show  his 
paaaport  at  every  turnpike  on  tha 
road  to  auccaas.  Great  abilities  and  a 
masterly  grasp  of  the  problems  of  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  Umpire  have 
been  the  means  of  forcing  him  upwards* 
In  the  profeaslon  of  politics  during  the 
sixteen  years  he  has  sat  in  the  British 
Parliament. 

Mr.  Law  haa  been  called  upon  to  form 
a  ministry  at  a  time  of  unprecedented 
crisis.  Twenty-eight  months  of  the 
war  have  passed  and  the  and  Is  not  in 
sight.  A  more  vigorous  policy  ia  de- 
manded from  the  British  Government. 
Greater  energy  and  more  initiative 
must  be  shown  on  land  and  on  sea.  The 
nations  of  the  Kmptrs  continue  to  pro- 
vide the  men,  money  and  munitions  for 
tha  successful  prosecution  of  tha 
struggle,  but  they  demand  that  they 
shall  be  shown  more  definite  results. 
There  are  assurances  that  all  that  is 
necessary  in  a  material  way  to  win  tha 
war  will  ba  forthcoming  to  the  end. 
AVhat  is  now  required,  and  what  has 
been  lacking  to  soma  extent  hitherto, 
la  real,  aggressive,  militant  leadership. 
Mr.  Law,  Ifng  before  he  was  made 
leader  of  the  Unionists,  was  known  for 
hla  quiet  forcefulness.  Since  he  be- 
came Secretary  for  the  Colonies  his  re- 
putation aa  a  parliamentarian  has  been 
greatly  enhanced.  He  has  been  re- 
cognised as  an  eminently  strong  man 
in  a  ministry  that  haa  been  spoken  of 
aa  comprised  of  all  the  talents.  Re- 
sponsibilities have  developed  hla  in- 
herent  strength  of  character,  proved 
hla  title  to  be  considered  a  leader  of 
man.  sad  earned  for-  him  the  whole- 
souled  loyalty  of  the  members  of  a 
cabinet  which,  however  able,  contained 
what  have  proved  to  be  irreconcilable 
elements. 

The  magnitude  of  the  task  which 
confronts  the  new  Prime  Minister  la 
greater  than  that  faced  by  any  of  his 
predecessors  In  office,  He  haa  been 
called  to  the  proudest  and  most  re- 
sponsible position  In  the  gift  of  His 
Majesty  at  a  time  that  will  summon 
forth  a  quality  of  leadership  to  which 
that  of  William  Pitt  alone  affords  a 
parallel  in  modern  times.  When  war 
Is  being  waged  no  man,  be  ho  soldier, 
sailor,  or  politician  in  high  place,  can 
continue  to  enjoy  the  confidence  of  the 
people  unless  he  translates  Into  action 
the  determination  to  achieve  victory. 
Aa  chairman  of  the  War  Council  tha 
Prima  Minister  can  exercise  an  Im- 
mense influence  in  bringing  his  talents 
to  bear  on  the  direct  conduct  of  the 
war  In  collaborat ion  with  tha  strategic, 
heads  of  the  Admiralty  and  the  War 
Office.  We  do  not  know  whether  Mr. 
Law  will  elect,  to  nil  this  position  or 
leavo  It  to  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  who 
seema  certain  to  bo  re-appointed  to  the 
portfolio  of  Minister  of,  War.  What  Is 
a  certain  development  of  the  political 
crisis  through  which  tha  Motherland  la 
passing  le  a  War  Council  reduced  In 
numbers  and  aa  faff  aa  possible  har- 
monious   in    composition. 

There  have  been  many  indications 
that  Mr.  Bonar  Law  possesses  the  tem- 
perament, tha  strength  of  character 
and  the  statesmanlike  abilities  that  are 
needed  by  a  Prima  Minister  at  this 
Juncture.  Ho  does  not  temporise  or 
equivocate,  postpone  or  vacillate.  De- 
cision le  possibly  his  strongest  char- 
acteristic, coupled  with  an  undoubted 
knowledge  of  too  business  of  govern- 
meat,  tor  Mr.  Law  Is  a  buelneestnaa 
first  and  a  politician  afterwards.  There 
le  no  public  roan  la  Great  Britain  who 
hag  such  a  wonderful  grasp  of  facts 
and  figures  as  the  new  Prime  Minister.

ing the  provision  of  smelting  facilities 
for  the  handling  of  our  local  copper 
ores,  and  the  other  the  very  great  lm- 
portance  of  adopting  such  a  policy  of 
control  that  Canadian  or  British  capi- 
tal may  be  interested  in  British  Colum- 
bia mines  so  that  the  profits  from  the 
exploitation  of  these  valuable  resources 
may  be  enjoyed  by  Canadians  or  other 
people  of  British  nationality  and  that 
the  finished  products  shall  never  be' 
diverted  to  the  disadvantage  of  the 
Empire.  We  think  It  will  be  conceded 
that  three  more  Important  questions 
could  hardly  be  brought  under  the  at- 
tention of  the  Government.  The  lssuee 
Involved  are  many  and  very  far-reach- 
ing. The  problems  which  they  present 
to  the  Government  are  va,rlel  and  diffi- 
cult The  public  will  watch  with  the 
deepest  Interest  how  their  solution  will 
bo  attempted. 


Just  one  more  word  on  this  subject. 
The  agitation  which  took  formal  shape 
yesterday  must  not  be  allowed  to  die 
out.  Aa  we  said  not  very  long  ago. 
the  people  of  this  community  are  capi- 
tal beginners,  but  not  very  good  finish- 
ers. They  depend  too  much  upon  gov- 
ernments and  too  little  upon  them- 
selves. A  good  start  was  made  yester- 
day, and  we  think  a  very  favorable  Im- 
pression was  lsft  upon  the  minds  of 
the  Premier  and  his  colleague,  but  It 
waa  only  a  start.

The  development  or  the  Iron  and  steel 
Industry  is  aomsthlng  whlc'i  calls  for 
thorough  investigation.  The  members 
of  the  delegation  seemed  to  favor  the 
suggestion  that  a  plan  ought  to  be  de- 
vised whereby  the  extent  and  value  of 
our  Iron  deposits  can  be  ascertained 
with  something  approaching  accuracy. 
The  production  of  iron  and  steel  in  the 
Pacific  Noithwe.it'  has  many  elements 
of  novelty  and  we  may  feel  very  aure 
that  capital  will  not  embark  In  It  to  a 
very  large  extent  until  the  existence 
of  ample  ore  supplies  has  been  demon- 
strated. It  la  understood  that  this -has 
been  done  in  the  case  of  the  Texada 
ores,  but  there  are  other  apparently  ex- 
tensive properties  about  which  little 
more  Is  known  except  what  can  bo  as- 
certained from  superficial  inspection. 
It  has  been  urged  with  a  good  denl  of 
force  that  private  enterprise  ought  to 
be  left  to  prove  these  properties:  but 
we  need  hardly  point  out  that  such  in- 
itial work  la  not  very  likely  to  be  un- 
dertaken at  a  very  early  date.  We  are 
not  specially  enamored  of  paternalism 
as  a  general  proposition,  but  when  we 
remember  that  the  very  prosperous 
steel  plants  of  the  Atlantic  coast  of 
Canada  were  brought  Into  existence 
through  Government  assistance,  possi- 
ble Investors  are  very  likely  to  ask  that 
assistsnes  of  some  kind  shall  be  ex- 
tended to  prospective  Industries  of  a 
similar  character  on  the  Pacific  coast. 
Moreover,  time  Is  an  easential  feature 
In  the  situation,  and  the  establishment 
of  plants  for  the  production  of  steel  In 
this  vicinity  will  mean  so  much  Indus- 
trially and  will  give  so  much  employ- 
riPght  to  our  fellow  cltisens  now  serv- 
ing under  srms,  when  they  have  come 
home  again,  that  the  case  presented 
for  Government  aid  is  of  exceptional 
strength. 


After  eight  strenuous  yeara  of  office, 
Mr.  Aaquith  has  resigned  the  office  of 
Prime  Minister.  His  career  has  been 
an  extraordinary  one.  History  only  can 
properly  estimate  it,  and  we  shall  not 
attempt  Juat  now  to  present  anything 
like  a  critical  review  of  it.  What  will 
be  foremost  in  every  mind  is  the  proba- 
ble effect  of  his  resignation  upon  the 
conduct  of  the  war,  and  the  moment  of 
writing  is  too  soon  to  venture  an  opinion 
on  that  point,  although  It  may  be  noted 
that  his  retirement  haa  arisen  out  of  a 
demand  for  a  more  -vigorous  prosecution 
of  the  war.  Just  at  present  all  we  feel 
able  to  do  Is  to  speak  of  him  as  a  man. 

Mr.  Asquitb  when  at  the  bar  achieved 
a  great  reputation.  His  ability  to  pre- 
sent a  case  has  never  been  excelled  and 
rarely  been  equalled,  and  as  a  parlia- 
mentarian he  stood  without  a  rival.  It 
le  doubtful  if  Gladstone  at  bis  best  was 
equal  to  htm  In  the  arts  of  debate.  He 
has  abundant  courage  and  is  character- 
ised by  firmness  to  no  ordinary  degree. 
Among  political  friends  and  foes  alike 
he  is  personally   very   popular.        ^

The  ways  and  means  whereby  copper 
mining  on  the  Island  can  bo  stimulated 
In  a  tople  of  very  wide  Interest,  and 
It  presents  questions  that  are  by  no 
moans  easy.  One  thing  Involved  is  the 
treatment  of  orea  locally.  Thl*  tgVy 
call  for  the  establishment  of  refineries, 
for  It  has  been  said  that  the  attitude 
of  some  American  reSncrles  is  that  If 
wo  insist  on  smelting  our  ores  at  home, 
they  Will  not  refine  out-  matte.  Of 
course,  this  is  a  challenge  that  no  Can- 
adian Oovemmcat  would  aWow  to  pass, 
and  If  the  result  of  It  ia  that  Uovern- 
ment  refineries  must  be  established,  so 
mueh  the  better;  but  we  are  very 
strongly  of  the  opinion  that  once  the 
output  of  local  smelters  Is  large 
enough  a  refinery  installed  by  Canadian 
capttal^srll!  follow  aa  a  matter  of 
course.  In  respect  to  smelting,  the  an- 
nouncement Of  the  Minister  of  Mines 
that  the  Ladyemith  smelter  haa  been 
sold  to  people  who  will  operate  It  aa  a 
Canadian  institution  is  very  welcome 
news.  The  Minister  also  declared  him- 
eelf  to  bo  la  favor  of  .'one  or  more 
smeJtera  of  moderate  capacity  being  In- 
atajled  by  the  Government  at  suitable 
points  to  the  Province,  where  the  own- 
ers of  mines  In  ths  early  stages  of  de- 
velopment can  have  tholr  ores  treated 
at  .coat  or  even  loss.  A  proposal  of 
this  Kind  le  not  now,  but  wo  think  no 
previous  Minister  of  Mines  has 
committed  himself  to  It. 


Speaking  in  London  a  short  time  sgo. 
Lord  Shaughnessy  said: 

We  who  are  Canadians  do  not  wiah 
to  cramp  our  future  by  a  narrow,  limit- 
ed imagination,  neither  do  we  wish  to 
I  greatly  overdevelop  and  thus  render  the 
load  we  are  now  carrying  too  great.  It 
is  somewhat  hard  to  realize  that  on  the 
shoulders  of  the  present  the  material 
for  the  future  must  be  carried. 

Canada  is  an  empire  In  Itself.  Its 
population  Is  not  a  fraction  of  what  it 
should  be.  of  what  it  is  capable  of  be- 
coming, or  of  what  It  will  be  after  the 
war.  We  are  taking  steps  to  prepare  for 
the  future,  and  are  anticipating  an  im- 
migration that  should  bo  unprecedented 
In  Canadian  history.  When  peace  is  de- 
clared Canada  will  naturally  be  looked 
upon  as  the  promised  land  by  many  peo- 
ple of  Europe.  She  will  be  In  a  position 
to  choose  carefully.  She  need  take  none 
but  the  best,  and  only  by  so  selecting 
her  citizenship  will  she  build  up  a  na- 
tion capable  of  performing  the  tasks 
which  undoubtedly  will  be  allotted  to 
her. 

Politically  Canada  will  undoubtedly 
take  a  more  prominent  part  In  the  des- 
tinies of  the  British  Empire  than  ever 
before.  She  will  probably  be  asked  to 
become  one  of  the  senior  members  of  a 
firm  in  which  before  the  war  she  was 
regarded  merely  aa  a  junior — bright,  full 
of  promise,  to  be  sure,  but  one  on  whom 
a  full  share  of  the  burden  should  not  be 
placed.  The  future  Is  undoubtedly 
bright,  but  the  advancement  is  fraught 
with  problems  which  will  require  good 
judgment  and  forethought  rather  than 
good  Judgment  In  afterthought. 

The  president  of  the  Canadian  Paci- 
fic Is  a  man  of  vision,  snd  what  makes 
his  visions  the  more  valuable  Is  the 
fact  that  perhaps  no  one  under- 
stands ths  capabilities  of  the  Do- 
minion better  than  he  or  ia  more 
closely  in  touch  with  conditions  as  they 
are  today.  His  remarks  ought  to  im- 
press all  who  read  them  with  a  sense 
of  the  magnitude  of  the  task  which  the 
people  of  Canada  are  called  upon  to  dis- 
charge. 


The  French  and  Serbian  forces  con- 
tinue to  make  advances  in  the  south- 
west of  Serbia  and  the  enemy  doea  not 
appear  to  be  able  to  offer  any  notable 
resistance.  In  Roumania  the  Teutonic 
forces  opersting  before  Bucharest  con- 
tinue to  make  progress,  but  are  meeting 
with  very  stubborn  resistance.  North 
of  Bucharest  the  Russians  are  said  to 
have  gained  Important  succosb,  but 
whether  or  no*,  they  will  be  able  to  save 
the  Roumanian  capital  from  the  hands 
of  the  enemy  is  very  uncertain. 

Aa  the  embargo  has  been  lifted  from 
news  coming  out  of  Greece  a  situation  la 
disclosed  which  shows  the  King  to  be  as 
treacherous  a  ruler  as  history  tells  of. 
It  may  be  said  that  he  did  not  advise 
the  course  which  his  troops  took 
towards  the  Anglo-French  landing 
party,  but  no  one  will  believe  It.  He 
has  seen  fit  to  attack  the  soldiers  of  the 
two  nations  to  which  he  owes  his  crow-n, 
for  if  it  had  not  been  for  them  there 
would  be  no  Greek  kingdom,  rending 
the  receipt  of  further  news  very  little 
can  profitably  be  said.  It  would  be  easy 
to  employ  denunciatory  adjectives,  but 
these  will  do  no  good.  We  are  not  now 
concerned  as  to  the  motives  of 
King  Constantino,  but  only  With 
what  the  Entente  army  will  do 
with  him  and  his  kingdom.  The 
Greeks  themselves  are  divided.  Pos- 
sibly half  the  population  Is  at  war  with 
Bulgaria  under  the  leadership  of  Veni- 
selos.  The  resistance  that  King  Con- 
stantino could  offer  to  a  policy  of  force 
would  not  be  very  great.  The  British 
people  will  hope  that  such  a  policy  will 
be   speedily   applied.

MR.  ARCHBOLD  DEAD 

Standard  Oil  Magnate  ■aooumbs  to  Ill- 
ness Tollowing   Operation  for 
Appendicitis 

TABRYTOWN,  Dec.  6. — A  noted  figure 
in  tha  world'a  petroleum  Industry  waa  re- 
moved today  when  John  D.  Archbold, 
capitalist,'  president  of  the  Standard  Oil 
Company  of  New  Jersey  and  officer  and 
director  In  varloua  other  enterprises,  died 
at  hla  home  here  after  a  two  weeka'  111- 
neas  subaequent  to  an  operation  for  ap- 
pendicitis. -Death  came  at  «  o'clock  this 
morning.  For  some  hour*  the  patient  had 
been  unable  to  receive  proper  nouiiehment 
*. and  members  of  his  family  recognized  last 
Tllght    that    the    end    was    near. 

The  funeral  aorvlees  will  be  held  on 
Thursday.  While  the  services  are  taking 
place  Tarry  town's  Industries  will  suspend 
operation. 

Mr.  Archbold  Is  survived  Uy  hla  widow, 
a  aon.  John  F.  Archbold.  and  two  daugh- 
ters. 

Mr.  Archbold  was  a  native  of  Ohio  and 
6S  years  old.  In  early  life  ha  waa  an  oil 
refiner  and  buyer  In  Weatern  Pennsylvania, 
and  In  1«M  he  became  associated  with  tha 
noekefeller  Interests,  a  connection  that 
continued  until  his  death.  Ha  became 
prealdent  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company  of 
New  Jersey  shortly  after  tho  dissolution  of 
tha  "truat"  waa  ordered  by  the  United 
States   aupreme  court. 

Mr.  Arcbbold'e  death  followed  an  111- 
nesa  of  lees  than  two  weeks.  He  waa  op- 
erated upon  for  appendicitis  on  November 
S3  and  for  a  time  seemed  to  rally.  Later 
he  suffered  a  relapae  and  the  five  phy- 
alclana  attending  him  decided  that  blood 
tranafuslon  moat  be  resorted  to.  Mr. 
Archbold's  chauffeur  volunteered  as  the 
subject  of  thla  operation  and  tranafuslon 
was  performed  on  the  afternoon  of  Novem- 
ber 19  by  Dr.  Edward  Mndemann  and  Dr. 
George    B.    Brewer. 


The  death  occurred  at  the  family 
residence,  Newcastle  Townsite,  on  Mon- 
day, of  Mr.  William  Foster,  after  a 
three  years'  Illness.  The-  deceased  was 
a  native  of  the  district,  aged  35  years, 
and  Is  survived  by  his  widow  and  two 
children.

COURTENAY 


An  action  has  been  commenced  against 
the  Courtenay  Electric  Light,  Heat  and 
Power  Co.,  Ltd.,  to  compel  It  to  remove 
Its  poles  from  the  streets  of  the  city  of 
Courtenay.  Owing  to  the  defective 
framing  of  the  Municipal  Act  It  Is 
necessary  to  make  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral the  plaintiff  in  all  actions  by — a- 
municipallty  to  restrain  Interference 
with  the  public  streets.  Accordingly 
the  name  of  the  Attorney-General  ap- 
pears as  the  principal  plaintiff  in  the 
action,  whereas  he  is  In  fact  nothing 
but  a  nominal  party  whose  name  has 
been  lent  In  order  to  permit  the.  cor- 
poration to  vindicate  the  rights  of  the 
inhabitants.  Those  Interested  in  the 
esse  ssy  it  would  seem  to  be  an  un- 
desirable state  of  the  law  where  a 
municipality  Is  unable  to  protect  the 
rights  of  the  Inhabitants  to  their  own 
streets  and  roads  without  having  to 
recourse  to  the  Attorney-General.  They 
hope  that  the  Legislature  will  speedily 
apply  a  remedy  to  the  matter  and  en- 
able the  municipality  to  be  master 
within  Its  own  house.  The  Attorney- 
General  permits  his  name  to  be  used 
In  all  such  actions  aa  a  matter  of 
course  without  In  any  way  prejudging 
the  merits  of  tho  caae  which  are  left 
entirely  to  the  court,  and  the  only  pur- 
pose which  the  Introductions  of  the  At- 
torney-General serves  is  to  remove  4 
technical  obstacle  from  the  path  of  a 
municipality  which  seeks  to  enforce  lta 
own  rights.

80ms  reference  to  the  welfare  of  the 
•7th  Battalion,  Western  Scots,  are  con- 
tained in  a  letter  from  Cpl.  R.  K.  Wood 
to  his  sister,  bfrs.  J.  K.  Terry.  Trent 
Street,  elty.  *  Cpl.  Wood  came  from  Che- 
malnus  to  enlist. 

He  says,  in  part: 

"The  jam  In  the  second  parcel  wan 
put  up  fine.  I  mean  tbe  lot  that  waa 
In  the  cocoa  tin  and  all  sealed  up  In 
wax.  That  Is  a  good  War  to  fix  It.  Be- 
sides there  is  always  a  danger  of  the 
glass  Jars  breaking.  The  biscuits  you 
made  was  fine*  and  dandy.  The  candy 
was  also  good.  The  cocoa  you  sent  la 
splendid.  We  are  In  a  position  to  make 
aa  much  hot  water  as  we  want  now,  and 
the  cocoa  being  already  'sugared'  and 
'milked,'  makes  It  very  convenient.  We 
have  a  decent  Ore  In  our  dugout  when- 
ever we  are   In.  .    . 

"There  is  a  rumor  of  the  67th  getting 
leave  next  month.  I  could  do  with  a 
week  in  Blighty  any  time  now.  It  baa 
rained  all  day  and  Is  still  at  it.  Some 
of  the  section  are  playing  cards;  others 
are  writing,  reading  or  talking.  Tbe 
wind  and  rain  are  kicking  up  a  noise 
outside  something  fierce.  We  are  all 
very  thankful  we  are  not  In  an  infantry 
battalion,  having  to  stay  In  the  trenches 
for  days  at  a  time. 

"I  cannot  explain  the  work  of  a  pio- 
neer here,  but  when  we  go  to  the  trench- 
es we  have  our  work  to  do.  As  soon  aa 
It  la  done,  we  come  back  to  our  dugout. 
One  thing,  we  never  sleep  In  the  trench- 
es. Our  work,  although  dangerous,  such 
as  working  upon  the  parapet,  is  not  half 
so  bad  as  the  'infantryman's  job.  On  a 
dark  night,  like  tonight,  the  flashing  of 
tbe  big  guns  make  a  great  showing.  We 
are  very  grateful  to  the  artillery  for  the 
light  they  give  us.  If  all  the  guna  In 
this  place  (British  only)  were  placed 
wheel  to  wheel  they  would  reach  from 
sea  to  sea.  Believe  me.  there  s  "some' 
fight  down  here.   .    .    . 

"If  Vancouver  Island  ever  sent  off  a 
good  bunch  of  men,  It  surely  did  so 
when  the  102nd  left  Comox.  We  raise 
our  hats  to  tbe  lOlnd.  They  have  proved 
themselves  over  and  over  again.   .    .    . 

"I  hope  you  have  prepared  the  Christ- 
mas parcel  for  the  knocking  around  It 
will  get  before  It  reaches  us.   .    .    . 

"We  get  paid  in  French  money  now. 
We  draw  no  many  francs  each  pay. 
Let  me  know  If  you  get  The  Western 
Scot  regularly."

Pte.  H.  H.  Howland,  Captured 
by  Germans,  Is  Sentenced 
to  12  Years'  Imprisonment 
With  23  Other  Canadians, 


ran.   H.   HOWLAND 


Sentenced  to  IS  years'  Imprisonment 
in  a  German'  prison  is  a  misfortune 
which  has  overcome  Pte.  H.  H.  Howland, 
of  this  city,  who  left  Victoria  with  the 
88th  Battalion.  Victoria  Fusiliers,  and 
after  aome  months'  service  on  the  fir- 
ing line  was  captured  and  placed  In  an 
enemy  Internment  camp. 

Advices  received  by  Pte.  Howland's 
brother,  Mr.  T.  Howland,  of  the  Land 
Registry  Office,  Victoria,  indicate  that 
he  was  one  of  84  Canadians  who  were 
tried  by  court  martial,  found  guilty  of  a 
charge  the  nature  of  which  has  not  been 
learned,  and  sentenced  to  tbe  term  men- 
tioned. 

In  bis  letter  the  Imprisoned  soldier 
gives  no  particulars,  doubtless  because 
he  was  forbidden  to  do  mo,  but  It  la  as- 
sumed that  he  and  bis  fellows  rebelled 
against  some  of  tbe  hardships  to  which 
they  were  subjected. 

The  treatment  of  Pte.  Howland  and 
other  Canadians,  according  to  recent 
dispatches,  has  been  taken  up  by  tbe 
British  Government  through  the  United 
States  ambassador  at  Berlin  and  It  la 
thought  possible  that  some  redress  will 
be  secured. 

Meanwhile  the  Victorian  cannot  re- 
ceive the  parcels  to  which  be  has  been 
accustomed,  having  been  ^removed  to 
another  part  of  Germany.  He  Is  allowed 
his  mall,  however,  and  hla  brother  baa 
the  new  address,  which  he  will  furnish 
to  those  friends  who  have  been  corre- 
sponding with  the  prisoner  but  had  been 
unable  to  do  so  recently.  He  points  cut 
that  Pte.  Howland  would  be  even  more 
than  usually  appreciative  of  letters  un- 
der the   altered   circumstances.  •

Gained  Distinction  During 
Service  in  Somme  Offensive.

8gt.  Alexander  Scott,  of  tbe  Canadian 
Army  Dental  Corps,  arrived  yesterday 
on  tbe  afternoon  boat  and  waa  conveyed 
to  the  Esquimau  Military  Convaloacent 
Hospital,  whore  he  will  receive  treat- 
ment for  Illness  which  ho  contracted  In 
Kngland  and  which  has  rendered  htm 
unfit  for  farther  service.  Bgt.  Scott's 
wife  lives  on  Mlnto  Street.  He  left 
here  with  the  C.A.D.C.  in  May.  ltlt,  and 
for  aome  time  carried  oat  hla  duties  In 
Kngland  after  tbe  arrival  there  of  hla 
unit.  He  wet  for  some  time  In  hospital 
prior  to  returalag  to  the 


The  destruction  In  mid-air  of  no  leas 
than  fifteen  German  aeroplanes  during 
the  recent  fighting  along  the  Somme 
front  Is  the  proud  achievement  of  Flight 
Lieut.  J.  C.  Williams,  formerly  of  Vic- 
toria, who  spent  yesterday  In  this  city. 
After  a  short  leave  on  the  Cosst  he 
will  return  to  the  scene  of  action, 
where  he  will  resume  bis  duties  as  a 
member  of  the  Koyal  Flying  Corps. 

Speaking  to  The  Colonist  yesterday, 
Lieut;.  Williams  was  inclined  to  be 
modest  regarding  his  work  and  to  un- 
derrate the  fact  that  he  bad  probably 
brought  down  more  enemy  flying  ma- 
chines than  any  other  Canadian  aviator, 
and  that  his  feat  measures  up  well  with 
that  of  any  other  airman  In  the  Allied 
forces.  Recognizing  his  position  aa  a 
military  officer  still  on  active  service, 
he  was  reluctant  to  give  details  con- 
cerning his  exploits,  but  admitted  that 
not  only  did  he  destroy  15  enemy  aero- 
planes, but  wrecked  two  machines  dur- 
ing a  single  combat,  one  after  the  other, 
despite  the  superiority  in  site  of  the 
opposing  squadron. 

Lieut.  'Williams  wears  the  badge  slg- 
nflylng  his  possession  of  the  Military 
Cross,  and  has  been  recommended  for 
the  Distinguished  Service  Order. 

"Everyone  in  a  position  to  know — be 
he  British,  French,  Russian  or  German 
— Is  now  willing  to  .admit  that  the  Brit- 
ish have  perfected  a  flying  service  that 
Is  second  to  none  In  this  war,"  said 
Lieut.  Williams.  "Although  at  the  be- 
ginning we  were  far  behind,  both  in  the 
number  of  machines  available  and  in 
the  number  of  competent  pilots  en- 
rolled, the  disparity  existing  then  has 
now  been  fully  made  up.  Not  only  do 
we  rule  the  sea,  but  the  air  as  well. 
There  Is  no  question  about  that." 


Lieut.  Williams  stated  that  the  gen- 
eral trend  now  being  followed  by  all 
belligerent  powers  In  the  construction 
of  aircraft  was  for  the  securing  of  the 
maximum  of  speed.  The  aeroplanes 
now  being  built  by  the  Allies  and  by 
the  enemy  were  gradually  getting 
smaller,  while  at  the  same  time  their 
power  was  being  Increased.  The  big  air 
machines  were  doomed,  he  said.  Speed 
and  power  were  the  two  necessary  fea- 
tures In  all  the  latest  designs,  and,  in 
order  that  they  might  afford  the  small- 
est possible  target  and  be  controlled  the 
more  easily  their  slse  was  diminishing 
rapidly.  The  average  type  waa  seldom 
built  to  carry  more  than  two  men — a 
pilot  and  an  observer,  but  It  was  able 
to  maintain  an  average  rate  of  speed  of 
90  miles  an  hour,  and  150  miles  per 
hour  was  not  infrequently  attained. 
Three  hours  was  the  usual  time  taken 
In  each  flight,  whether  for  reconnais- 
sance or  other  purposes,  and  on  the 
Somme  front  each  aviator  was  expected 
to  make  an  average  of  one  flight  every 
day. 

"Canadians  seem  to  be  naturally  born 
aviators,"  said  Lieut.  Williams,  "and 
there  are  hundreds  of  them  in  the 
Royal  Flying  Corps.  There  is  some- 
thing in  aerial  work  that  appeals  to  the 
adventurous  side  of  the  Canadian's 
character,  and  the  men  from  the  Do- 
minion are  doing  splendid  work.  Of 
all  the  Colonies.  Canada  haa  furnished 
the  flying  service  with  by  far  the  moat 
recruits,  and  a  good  percentage  of  the 
pilots  that  are  now  doing  service  along 
tbe  Somme  hall  from  tbla  country. 
German    Slvalry 

"When  the  fighting  began  on  the 
Somme  tbe  Allies  had  the  ascendency  In 
aircraft  by  a  considerable  margin. 

"Now,  however,  the  two  aides  are  on 
about  an  even  footing,  as  the  Germans 
have  concentrated  their  aerial  forces  at 
that  sector,  although  in  doing  so  they 
have  .weakened  their  other  fronts  very 
materially.  From  what  I  bear  tbe  Ger- 
mans are  making  every  effort  to  keep 
up  their  production  of  aeroplanes  on 
the  usual  scale  as  they  realise  that 
they  absolutely  must  have  aircraft  Tbe 
same  feeling  prevails  with  Great  Bri- 
tain and  France.  Inferiority  in  tbe 
number  and  capacity  of  aeroplanes  Is 
fatal.  They  are  the  eyes  of  tbe  army 
and  In  modern  warfare  are  tbe  most 
Important  element,  not  even  barring  ar- 
tillery, for  without  the  observation  of 
work  carried  out  by  flying  machines 
the  guns  are  useless. 

"As  In  all  other  branches  of  tbe  ser- 
vice, the  Allies  are  steadily  Increasing 
their  superiority  over  tbe  enemy  In 
aerial  affairs,  and  the  Germans  are  be- 
ginning to  realise  It.  Fights  in  the  air 
always  occur  behind  the  enemy  lines, 
and  the  Germane  will  never  show  fight 
unleea  they  are  numerically  superior. 
If  they  are  forced  to  take  part  la  duels 
on  aa  equitable  footing  they  Invariably 
lose,  and  tbe  sight  of  the  Allies'  ma- 
chines la  usually  enough  to  pat  them  to 
flight.  Their  observation  balloons  are 
no  longer  a  factor,  for  aa  soon  aa  they 
are  sent  up  down  tbey  go.  our  artillery 
being  responsible.

Besides 
his  widow,  he  leaves  to  mourn  his  loos 
two  sons,  William  J.,  of  Glacier,  B.  C, 
and  George  H.,  of  Notch  Hill,  B.  C,  and 
a  daughter,  Mrs.  D.  R.  McKensie,  of 
Kam  loops. 

Mr.  John  Oliver  Knights,  a  resident 
of  this  city  for  the  past  sixteen  years 
and  formerly  employed  as  salesman  for 
the  Phoenix  Brewery,  died  yesterday 
morning .  at  St  Joseph '■  Hospital.  He 
was  a  native  of  London,  England,  and 
3*  years  of  age.  He  is  survived  by  a 
son,  12  years  old,  his  wife  having  pre- 
deceased him  six  years  ago.  Mr. 
Knights  was  a  member  of  the  Victoria 
Oddfellows'  fraternity  and  the  Sons  of 
England.  The  remains  are  now  repos- 
ing at  the  Thomson  Funeral  Chapel,  but 
arrangements  have  not  yet  been  made 
for  burial.

USE  OF  THE  EMPIRE 


Premier  Brewster  Will  Seek 
Co-operation  of  Federal  Pow- 
ers to  Preserve  Province's 
Minerals  for  War  Needs, 


That  stops  will  bo  taken  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Government  to  get  the  co-opera- 
tion of.  tho  Federal  Government  in  a 
scheme  whereby  those  ores  produced  In 
British  Columbia  and  necessary  In  the 
manufacture  of  munitions  of  war  may 
bo  placed  under  some  sort  of  reserve 
and  thus  prevent  any  possibility  of 
alien  Interests  securing  control,  was 
the  announcement  made  yesterday  af- 
ternoon by  Premier  Brewster  to  a  dep- 
utation of  Victoria  business  men  who 
waited  upon  the  Premier  and  Eon.  Wil- 
liam Sloan.  Minister  of  Mines,  to  urge 
greater  assistance  to  the  mining  in- 
dustry in  general  and  especially  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Iron  and  stool  In- 
dustry. 

Premier  Brewster  stated  that  It  is  bis 
intention,  when  Sir  Robert  Borden  ar- 
rives in  the  Province  in  a  short  time 
to  take  up. this  question  and  he  hoped 
some  arrangement   may   be   arrived  at. 

The  Premier's  announcement  came 
following  discussion  by  the  deputation 
of  the  advisability  <>r  the  reopening  of 
the  Ladysmlth  smelter  owned  and  for- 
merly operated  by  the  Tyee  Copper 
Company,  an  English  concern.  The  ev- 
idences of  foreign  and  posBlbly  egemy 
Influence  in  British  Columbia  mining 
Interests  was  mentioned  and  lion.  Wil- 
liam Sloan  stated  definitely  that  he  had 
reason  to  believe  such  alien  interests 
existed  but  that  he  would  make  it  a 
point  to  watch  them  closely.  He  an- 
nounced that  the  L>adysmith  smelter 
has  been  purchased  and  that  shortly  it 
will  bo  In  operation.  This  was  welcome 
news  to  the  deputation. 

The  deputation  met  the  Premier  and 
Minister  In  the  former's  office  at  2:15 
o'clock,  and  was  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing: Alderman  Porter,  Col.  the  Hon. 
K.  Q.  Prior,  Messrs.  C.  H.  Lugrln,  Wil- 
liam Blakemore,  H.  W.  E.  Canavan. 
Jones,  A.  Watchman,  W.  Griffiths, 
Commissioner  Cuthbert,  J.  Wilson, 
Courtney. 

Alderman  Porter,  in  Introducing  the 
deputation,  explained  that  It  consisted 
of  representatives  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  the  Victoria  and  Island  Develop- 
ment Association  and  gentlemen  ap- 
pointed as  a  committee  at  the  recent 
gathering  at  which  a  greater  business 
movement  was  discussed.  The.  depu- 
tation desired  to  Impress  upon  the 
Government  the  necessity  of  greater 
aid  to  tho  mining  industry  and  would 
urge  that  steps  be  taken  to  the  end 
that  the-' Ladysmlth  smelter  might  be 
again  placed  In  operation. 

Mr.  William  Blakemore,  dealing  with 
the  iron  and  steel  Industry,  stated  that 
the  possibilities  were  such  as  should 
receive  special  consideration  from  the 
Government.  For  fifteen  years  the 
matter  had  been  discussed  and  a  short 
time  ago  It  was  thought  it  had  ar- 
rived at  the  point  where  something 
tangible  would  be  undertaken.  Four 
years  ago  Important  English  Interests 
had  sent  an  eminent  expert.  Dr.  Gallo- 
way, to  the  Province.  As  a  result  of 
his  Investigation  he  stated  that  the 
time  had  arrived  when  It  would  prove 
profitable  to  initiate  the  industry. 
Supplies    and   Markets 

There  were  two  question,  Mr.  Blake- 
more believed,  to  be  considered.  First, 
was  there  the  raw  material  available  of 
the  right  kind  and  in  sufficient  quan- 
tity; second,  was  there  available  a  mar- 
ket? This  latter  question  was  one  al- 
ways advanced.  Men  who  had  Investi- 
gated tho  possibilities  of  the  Industry 
before  the  war  had  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  there  was  available  a  good 
market  and  the  extraordinary  condi- 
tions of  demand  created  by  the  war 
made  it  certain  there  is  a  market  on 
this  Coast  running  as  far  south  as  San 
Francisco.  It  had  been  figured,  Mr. 
Blakemore  stated,  that  the  point  near- 
est this  Coast  at  which  steel  can  be 
produced  has  against  It  a  charge  of 
$14  per  ton  in  freight  rates,  or  Iron 
produced  on  this  Coast  has  an  advan- 
tage to  that  amount  over  the  nearest 
possible  competitor.  About  30,000  tons 
per  year  would  be  the  output  of  about 
the  smallest  unit  that  would  be  In- 
stalled by  any  concern  entering  into 
the  production  of  Iron  and  that  tonnage 
could  be  easily  taken  care  of.  That 
was  before  the  war  and  since  then 
there  had  been,  certainly,  no  diminu- 
tion In  the  demand  for  steel  products. 
At  present  It,  is  Impossible  to  obtain 
steel  In  the  West  In  any  quantity, 
either  for  munitions  or  for  any  other 
object.  The  demand  is  so  great  that  If 
the  Province  was  In  a  position  now  to 
produce  steel  enormous  contracts  could 
be  secured  for  shipbuilding  alone,  and 
when  the  war  la  over,  whatever  may  be 
done  In  laying  In  enormous  stores  of 
steel.  It  Is  certain  that  there  will  still 
continue  the  demand  for  steal  for  ship, 
building  purposes. 

On  the  question  of  the  supply  of  raw 
material,  Mr.  Blakemore  referred  to 
some  criticisms  which  have  been  made 
against  the  product  of  Vancouver  Isl- 
and. It  had  been  stated,  he  said,  that 
the  Province  did  not  have  tho  right  kind 
of  ore;  that  tho  magnetite  ore  is  more 
or  less  refractory  and  could  not  compete 
with  hematite  ore.  The  answer  to  that 
objection  waa  that  metallurgical  pro- 
cesses have  been  so  Improved  that  the 
magnetite  ores  In  this  Province  can  be 
utllsed  to  best  advantage.  There  are 
two  very  Important  deposits  of  hematite 
ore  In  British  Columbia,  the  largest 
known  deposit.  sltuatedBbi  the  Interior, 
near  the  town  of  KltcMler,  is  owned 
by  the  C.  P.  R.,  which  aoYulxed  it  on  the 
advice  of  Mr.  Rose,  an  expert  of  the 
United  Steel  Corporation.  Its  quality 
has  been  shown'  to  be  superior  to  that 
of  the  product  of  tho  famous  Mesaaba 
range.  This  property,  Mr.  Blakemore 
stated,  ls>  on  the  market,  and  he  be- 
lieved tho  C.  P.  R.  would  bo  only  too 
glad  to  place  it  in  a  position  where  It 
could  bo  developed  by  bona  fide  In- 
terests. 


"On  this  Coast,  wo  undoubtedly  have 
large  deposits.  True,  moat  of  it  has 
not  boon  proved,  but  on  Texada  Island 
there  are  millions  of  tons  which  has 
been  proved  and  from  which  steel  has 
been  manufactured  In  the  United  States, 
and  of  the  highest  quality;  so  high.  In 
ract,  that  It  baa  boon  utilised  for  >>at- 
tlesbip  plate*  by  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment. Millions  of  tons  are  known 
to  exist  hi  other  localities,  notably  the 
Uulmsam  Lake.  Campbell  River,  Quat- 
sino.  at  other"  points  on  tho  West  Coast, 
and  In  the  Hasalton  and  Skeena  dis- 
tricts. On  the  deposits  on  Texada  Isl- 
and. Dr.  Oalloway  baaed  his  Judgment, 
end  that  alone  would  be  justification  for 
the  Government  to  take  action  towards 
assisting  the  establishment  of  the  In- 
dustry." 

Mr.  Blakemore  said  the  deputation  de~ 
strod  to  urge  upon  tho  Government  the 
Imperative  ascoaslty  of  conalderkeg  m 
V> 


what  manner  it  can  assist  in  Initiating 
tho  industry  la  the  Province,  and 
especially  If  It  la  possible  to  assist  In 
th*  exploiting  of  some  of  tho  proved 
properties.  Tho  Government  might  say 
it  I*  not  posaaased  of  funds  for  that 
purpose,  but  there  should  bo  no  diffi- 
culty in  the  Government  taking  boring 
tests  and  doing  other  work  where  there 
ia  prima  facte  evidence  that  the  pros* 
poets  indicate  good  results.  The  outlay 
could  be  made  a  first  charge  against 
the  property. 

There  was  another  point  to  bo  con* 
side  red,  suggested  Mr.- Blakemore.  When 
the  Iron  and  steel  industry  In  the  East 
was  started.  It  was  very  heavily  subsi- 
dised by  the  Federal  Government  to  the 
extent,  all  told,  of  about  117.000.000.  It 
was  hardly  likely  that  the  Government, 
having  cancelled  Its  bounties,  would  re- 
introduce them  for  the  sole  benefit  of 
British  Columbia  If  that  be  the  case, 
who  else  to  to  help  but  the  Government 
of  British  Columbia,  which  should  con- 
elder  whether  tho  commencement  of  the 
Industry  Is  not  of  such  vital  Importance 
that  it  could  conclude  some  financial 
arrangement,  which  would  encourage 
the  Industry.  It  might  guarantee  bonds 
upon  a  proper  basis  of  a  bona-flde  en- 
terprise. Mr.  Blakemore  quoted  a  re- 
mark Sir  ^V.  Lorlmer,  member  of  the 
Dominions  Royal  Commission,  had 
made  to  him  when  the  Commis- 
sion recently  sat  in  Victoria  to 
the  effect  that  he  was  convinced 
there  was  no  question  about  a  market 
for  B.  C.  iron,  hut  even  if  there  had  not 
been  a  market  before  the  war,  condi- 
tions had  so  changed  that  England 
would  take  pig  iron  from  British  Colum- 
bia, which  could  be  delivered  there 
cheaper'  than  the  home  produced  article. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Lugrln,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  speaking  on  behalf  of 
that  organisation,  supported  in  the  full- 
est possible  manner  the  request  made  by 
the  deputation.  The  question  of  the 
inauguration  of  the  Iron  and  steel  in- 
dustry in  British  Columbia  had  been 
before  the  Board  for  some  time,  but 
this  was  the  first  time  the  matter  had 
been  put  before  the  Government  In  con- 
crete form.  The  Victoria  Board  of 
Trade  was  most  heartily  in  support  of 
the  project  and  urged  the  Governmen* 
to  consider  some  measures  which  are,  at 
the  present  time  Imperative. 

Referring  to  the  desirability  of  the 
re-opening  of  the  Ladysmlth  smelter, 
Mr.  Lugrln  stated  that  for  some  time 
efforts  towards  that  end  had  been  un- 
der way.  It  had  lately  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Board  that  a  project 
was  on  foot  for  the  purchase  of  the 
sVtelter  by  some  Interests.  It  was  re- 
ported that  the  people  behind  the  Ta- 
COtna  smelter  were  after  the  Ladysmlth 
smelter.  He  was  directed  by  the  Board 
of  Trade  to  say  that  Buch  a  transaction 
would  be  considered  a  serious  detriment 
to  the  Province  as  a  whole  and  espe- 
cially tb  Vancouver  Island.  The  experi- 
ence of  British  Columbia  miners  with 
the  Tacoraa  smelter  had  been  unsatis- 
factory and  the  smaller  operators  would 
view  with  regret  the  passing  of  the 
Ladysmlth  smelter  into  the  hands  of  the 
Tacoma  Interests.  It  was  stated,  Mr. 
Lugrln  said,  that  the  Tacoma  smelter  Is 
controlled  by  German  capital,  but 
whether  it  was  German  or  other  foreign 
money  It  was  not  advisable  that  British 
Columbia's  mining  interests  should  be  in 
the  bands  of  the  foreigner. 

"The  time  has  come,"  Mr.  Lugrln  as- 
serted, "when  the  Dominion  and  Provin- 
cial Governments  should  take  Bteps  to 
put  the  smelting  Industry  of  the  Pro- 
vince In  the  hands  of  British  capital, 
not  only  that  the  profits  should  be  en- 
Joyed  by  our  own  people,  but  that  the 
Industry  should  not  be  in  the  hands  of 
aliens  whether  enemies  or  friends.  The 
time  has  come  when  Canada  should  be 
In  the  position  of  standing  upon  her  own 
feet,  when  the  Dominion  and  Province 
should  secure  undisputed  control  of  our 
metallferous  output  In  the  hands  of  our 
own  people. »' 

did  for  Prospectors 

Mr.  H.  W.  E.  Canavan  pointed  to  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  good  opening  for 
Government  assistance  to  prospectors  to 
bridge  over  the  gap  between  the  pros- 
pect and  capital.  Usually  the  prospec- 
tor does  not  possess  sufficient  money  to 
develop  his  property  to  the  point  where 
capital  will  take  hold.  In  Ontario  the 
prospector  reports  to  the  Government, 
which  sends  out  an  engineer  to  Inspect 
the  prospect  and  if  it  looks  a  likely  pro- 
perty a  Government  drilling  machine  is 
put  at  work  and  if  there  should  prove 
to  be  any  showing  the  prospector  Is 
given  a  Government  certificate  which 
shows  he  has  certain  values  In  certain 
quantities.  On  Vancouver  Island  there 
have  been  known  Iron  and  copper  de- 
posits, but  for  twenty  years  there  has 
been  no  development.  Nowhere  In  Am- 
erica have  there  been  better  showings. 
It  would  be  wisdom  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  to  instal  drilling  machines 
on  some  of  the  deposits,  for  it  would 
give  great  stimulus  to  the  mining  In- 
dustry, 

Col.  the  Hon.  K.  G.  Prior  .expressed  his 
conviction  of '  the  Importance  of  the 
mineral  deposits  In  the  Province  and 
that  mining  will  be  the  leading  indus- 
try. Not  two  per  cent  of  the  people 
possess  any  idea  of  the  vastness  of  the 
mineral  wealth  of  British  Columbia.  He 
referred  to  the  fact  that  years  ago  when 
In  England  Mr.  White,  one  of  the  great 
English  mining  experts,  told,  him  tha/ 
Sir  Roger  Murchlson,  another  noted  min- 
ing authority,  had  stated  that  Vancou- 
ver Island  would  be  one  of  th*  greateat 
producers  of  Iron  and  copper  In  th* 
world  and  that  diamonds  would  be  found 
here.  Col.  Prior  said  he  was  waiting 
to  see  that  prophecy  fulfilled.  If  the 
Government  would  assist  the  prospector 
so  that  the  latter  could  have  his  pro- 
perties examined  and  tested  It  would 
take  a  long  step  in  the  right  direction. 

Referring  to  the  necessity  of  smelter 
facilities  on  the  Island,  Mr.  Canavan 
stated  that  tho  threat  had  been  made  by 
American  smelting  concerns  that  If  they 
could  not  get  British  Columbia  ore  they 
would  refuse  the  British  Columbia 
matta 

Commissioner  Cuthbert,  of  the  Van- 
couver and  Island  Development  Associa- 
tion, stated  there  was ,  no  reason  why 
there  should  be  $200,000  outlay  for  the 
lumber  and  a  like  amount  for  the  agri- 
cultural Industries  and  but  150,000  for 
mining,  which  latter  Industry  gav*  a 
greater  variety  of  employment  than  any 
other  and  Its  development  would  mean 
enlarged  market*  for  th*  product*  of 
field  and  forest.  Only  six  months  ago 
the  terms  and  conditions  required  by 
the  Tacoma  smelter  for  the  treatment 
of  British  Colombia  ore*  were  excessive 
and  it  had  not  been  until  there  was  talk 
of  th*  opening  of  the  Ladysmlth  smelter 
that  Tacoma  came  down  In  Its  demand* 
Th*  development  of  Industrie*  waa  Im- 
perative If  the  men  returning  from  the 
war  were  to  bo  provided  for. 

Mr.  Blakemore  suggested  that  th* 
Government  might  gtv*  guarantee  of  In- 
terest on  capital  engaged  In  production, 
pointing  to  th*  fact  that  people  outside 
tb*  Province  are  asking  what  will  be 
th*  future  taxation  after  tb*  war.  la 
order  that  capital  should  feel  perfectly 
safe  ths  Government  action  to  that  sOTsil 
would  prove  moat  timely. 

Alderman  Porter,  la  thanking  the 
Premier  and  Minister  of  Mines  far  boar- 
tag  th*  deputation,  expressed  his  belief 
that  th*  representations  made  would  re- 
ceive favorable  consideration.  Me  stated 
that  the  owners  of  the  LedySmlth 


tar  had  bean  willing  to  start  opera tioas 
sometime*  ago  but  there  was  not  sufB- 
clen  ore  offering  ualeea  it  was  secured 
from  the  Britannia  Company  and  the 
latter.  It  waa  aald.  waa  closely  identi- 
fied wtth  th*  Tacoma  smelter. 


Premier  Brewster  expressed  his  ap- 
preciation of  the  presence  of  such  an 
Influential  deputation  on  such  an  Im- 
portant subject,  one  In  which  he  had  al 
ways  taken  a  close  interest.  While  he 
was  not  a  practical  man  In  mining  mat- 
tor*  yet  he  fully  realised  the  tremendous 
Impetus  which  the  development  of  the 
mining  Industry  would  give  to  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Province  He  had  ahown 
his  desire  to  further  the  Interests  of 
the  Industry  by  his  appointment,  in  th* 
person  of  Hon.  William  Sloan  as  Min- 
ister of  Mines,  a  practical  man,  and  on* 
of  whom  th*  Province  can  be  satisfied 
will  All  the  office  to  the  best  advantage 
The  speculative  bubble  had  been  pricked 
and  th*  time  had  arrived  when  the  Pro- 
vince must  get  down  to  business  on 
business  llnea 

"I  have  always  wondered  why,  when  we 
bad  that  large  deposit  of  iron  ore  on 
Texada  Island.  With  a  short  and  cheap 
water  haul  to  the  coal  measures  on  Van- 
couver Island  and  all  the  other  requisites, 
we  have  yet  no  steel  industry.  I  am  sur- 
prised that  the  large  Interests  on  the 
other  side  appear  to  believe  they  can  put 
the  brakes  on  our  Industry  unless  they 
get  the  business.  Surely  the  Government 
will  lend  a  sympathetic  ear  to  the  appeal 
that  Canada  should  be  developed;  sorely 
we  have  learned  the  lesson  that  we  must 
be  prepared.  We  are  faced  with  a  situa- 
tion, a  plain  one  from  the  business  stand- 
point. We  want  production.  From  tha 
technical  standpoint  we  possess  all  the  re- 
quisites." 

Referring  to  the  great  strides  made  In 
ore  treatment  Premier  Brewster  suggested 
that  some  laboratory  system  or  method  of 
treating  the  ores  to  And  the  cheapest  and 
best  methods  waa  desirable  and  such  a 
scheme  would  be  a  Justifiable  one  for  the 
Government  to  undertake.  The  sugges- 
tion that  the  Government  teat  properties 
by  drilling  had  already  been  under  con- 
sideration. But  the  deputation  could  rest 
assured  that  anything  that  could  be  done 
to  stimulate  industry  baaed  upon  produc- 
tion would  be  fully  considered.  As  for  the 
suggestion  that  the  Dominion  and  Provin- 
cial Governments  should  get  together  in 
an  effort  to  arrive  at  some  arrangement 
whereunder  the  ore  bodies  might  be  con- 
served In  the  interests  of  the  country  and 
Empire,  Hon.  Mr.  Brewster  stated'  that 
he  was  pleased  to  say  that  Blr  Robert 
Borden  would  soon  be  In  the  Province, 
and  he  hoped  to  have  a  discussion  with 
him  especially  on  that  point  of  the  con- 
servatlvlon  of  ores  required  In  ths  manu- 
facture   of   munitions    of    war. 

"I  feel  lion.  Mr.  Sloan  will  have  need 
for  a  strong  grip  upon  the  Industry.  I 
believe  the  ramifications  of  some  of  the 
large  concerns  will  show  there  Is  an  In- 
fluence alien  to  the  best  Interests  of  the 
Empire.  The  moment  this  Government 
finds  that  influence  is  endeavoring  to  pre- 
vent needed  ores  going  to  the  British 
Government,  that  moment  the  Government 
will  step  in.  The  intention  of  the  Gov- 
ernment la  sanely  and  seriously  to  take 
these  representations  Into  consideration 
eventually  worfng  out  a  policy  on  which 
the  future  prosperity  of  the  Province  can 
be    based." 

British   First 

Hon.  William  Sloan  said  it  was  the  first 
time  he  bad  had  opportunity  to  hear  the 
Premier  state  his  views  on  the  mining 
situation,  and  he  was  glad  to  know  they 
so  coincided"  with  his  own.  While  ready 
to  assist  capital  from  all  parts  of  the 
world  to  Invest  In  British  Columbia  the 
Government  must  insist  that  Brftlsh  capi- 
tal gets  fair  play.  There  were  some  in- 
fluences at  work  respecting  which  he  could 
not,  at  present,  speak,  but  which  will  be 
carefully   watched    by   the   Government. 

Speaking  not  as  minister  of  mines  but  as 
member  for  Nanaimo,  Hon.  Mr.  Sloan  be- 
lieved there  were  difficulties  In  the  way 
of  the  establishment  0/  the  Iron  and 
steel  Industry  In  British  Columbia,  but 
those  could  be  overcome.  There  are  large 
deposits  of  hematite  ore  which  the  Gov- 
ernment should  take  steps  to  prove.  The 
Iron  and  steel  Industry  required  large  out- 
lays, and  before  It  got  to  that  point  care 
In  the  dealing  with  the  resources  should 
be  exercised.  He  was  convinced  a  little 
encouragement  at  the  right  time  will 
prove  Judicious.  Doubtless  all  the  pros- 
pects would  not  prove  of  value  but  one 
paying,  proposition  would  warrant  tests  on 
,  many  fruitless  ones.  He  personally  would 
not  tolerate  anything  in  the  nature  of  a 
mining  boom  but  every  legitimate  en- 
encouragement  should  be  given  and  as  Min- 
ister of  Mines,  he  was  prepared  to  do  his 
utmost    to    that   end. 

Hon.  Mr.  Sloan,  referring  to  tho  neces- 
sity of  the  re-openlng  of  the  ladysmlth 
smelter,  expressed  his  regret  that  several 
years  ago  the  Crofton  smelter  hsd  been 
virtually  scrapped.  He  quoted  from  a 
memorandum  handed  him  by  Mr.  Gardiner, 
representative  of  the  Tyee  Copper  Com- 
pany, owners  of  the  Ladysmlth  smelter.  In 
which  It  waa  stated  that  the  smelter  has 
been  sold  to  wealthy  Interests  and  lino,- 
000  will  be  spent  upon  Its  rehabilitation 
and   extension. 

"The  only  question  I  asked  Mr.  Gar- 
diner," said  Hon.  Mr.  Sloan,  "was  whether 
It  was  British  capital  Interested,  and  he 
answered  that  the  smelter  would  be  op- 
erated solely  as  a  British   project." 

Hon.  Mr.  Sloan  said  it  was  vitally  neces- 
sary to  consider  the  question  of  a  cheaper 
coke  supply,  the  better  handling  of  bl- 
products  of  coal,  and  he  favored  a  customs 
smelter  to  treat  ore  of  miners  In  a  small 
way  at  cost  or  even  a  little ,  below  cost, 
thus  having  the  effect  ef  drawing  the  var- 
ious parts  of  the  Umpire  closer  together, 
and  British  Columbia,  from  Its  strateglo 
position  on  the  North  Pacific'  would  un- 
doubtedly hold  a  most  favorable  position.

Premier  Brewster  Pleads  for 
Team-Work  to  Bring  About 
Better  Conditions  in  British 
Columbia. 


Premier  Brewster  was  the  chief 
speaker  last  night  at  a  Liberal  social 
gathering-  at  the  Alexandra  Club,  at- 
tended by  T50  men  and  women.  It 
commenced  with  speeches  and  a  musi- 
cal programme  and  ended  with  a  buffet 
supper  and  a  dance.

"It  must  be  team  work  from  now  on, 
man  and  woman  working  together  to 
make  this  a  better  place  to  live  In," 
said  the  Premier.

You 
women  will  measure  up  to  your  respon- 
sibility If  you  will  inform  yourselves 
so  as  to  work  intelligently  for  the  best 
Interests  of  the  messes  of  this  coun- 
try. 

"The  entry  of  woman  into  politics  Is 
going  to  change  conditions  more  than 
we  men  thought.  Womankind  always 
wants  to  protect  her  home,  and  she  is 
going  to  insist  on  legislation  making 
for  better  conditions  for  the  children."

Hon.  Mr.  Brewster  continued  to  say 
that  one  of  the  greatest  problems  for 
the  Province  is  that  of  dealing  with  ths 
returning  soldier,  making  conditions 
such  that  he  will  not  be  dependent  on 
charity  but  will  be  given  the  liberty 
to  take  up  such  work  as  he  Is  fitted 
for  and  realise  that  he,  as  an  Individ- 
ual, is  Independent. 

"All  that  this  Province  requires  is  an 
Intelligent  application  of  common  busi- 
ness sens*  to  develop  It,"  the  Premier 
went  on.  "We  must  get  down  to  de- 
velopment Instead  of  trying  to  wildcat 
out  our  resources  and  get  rich  In  24 
hours.  I  believe  that  If  you  gtv*  your 
new  Government  an  opportunity  to  gat 
down  to  work  you  will  see  British  Col- 
umbia go  ahead  with  leaps  and  bounds 
In  th*  next  few  years  In  th*  develop- 
ment of  her  natural  resources.  I  want 
yea  to  have  a  little  faith  In  B.  C.  and 
In   your   Government

windows  and  In  private  homes.  If  they 
could  now  be  secured   by  the  Govern- 
ment, would  form  the  nucleus  of  a  col- 
lection   that    would    become    of      greet 
value  snd  historic  Interest  in  years  to 
come.

MARATHON  RUNNER 

READY  TO  RETIRE 


Competing  la 
few    Fifteen 


CHICAGO,  111.,  Dec.  6,— Sidney  Hatch, 
a  marathoner  for  fifteen  years,  and  who 
established  a  new  record  In  the  100-mile 
run  "From  Milwaukee  to  Chicago,  when 
ho  recently  negotiated  the  distance  In 
loss  than  fifteen  hours,  Is  ready  to 
retire.  Sld  says  he  accomplished  the 
feat  he  had  been  striving  for,  and  he 
no  longer  cares  to  remain  in  the 
sport. 

Hatch  got  his  start  many  years  ago, 
and  has  oompeted  In  some  of  the  big- 
gest sprinting  contests  ever  staged.  He 
entered  the  Olympic  games  In  St.  Louis 
in  1004,  bat  made  a  poor  showing,  finish- 
ing eighth.  This  did  not  discourage  the 
wonderful  athlete;  as  he  entered  an  In- 
ternational team  event  the  "next  day, 
but  again  he  waa  on  the  losing  end. 
Ho.  contends  that  the  odds  were  agalast. 
him  those  two  days,  and  also  said  that 
he  was  not  la  the  right  condition  to  par- 
ticipate. 

Since  1004,  Hatch  has  become  one  of 
the  stars  In  the  running  world,  and  has 
crowded  many  miles  of  marathonlng 
Into  his  career.  In  fact,  no. man  in  the 
history  of  athletics  has  ever  oompeted 
la  as  many  gruelling  races.  When  It 
comas  to  stamina,  Sld  Is  the  second 
cousin  fa  a  western  broncho  and  a  near 
relative;  to  the  Alabama  mule. 

Ha  won  six  all  western  marathons,  as 
the  race  annually  In  St.  Louis  la  called, 
la  the  all  western  marathon  of  1905  be 
finished  second  to  Joe  Forshaw,  the  eleq- 
gated  Missouri  A.  C.  runner,  but  the  fol- 
lowing year  Batch  turned  the  tables  on 
Forshaw,  winning  the  classic  In  the  re- 
markable time  of  1:40:14  2-5. 

Sidney  was  placed  In  several  of  the 
Yonkers  marathons.  In  1011  he  cap- 
tured the  gruelling  Toukers  race  in  2:34: 
40.'  The  year  of  1000  waa  a  big  one  In 
the  annals  of  ths  Hatch  clan.  Sld  start- 
ed It  by  finishing  third  In  the  Umpire 
City  marathon  at  Tonkers  on  New  Tear's 
day.  Then  he  hiked  back  to  Chicago, 
and  oa  the  following  January  IT  raced 
ta  victory  la  the  big  marathon  held 
through  the  streets  of  the  Windy  city. 

Following  his  100-mlle  race,  he  did 
not  rest  on  his  laurels  long.  On  Nov. 
6,  1000,  he  answered  the  call  to  com- 
pete la  another  grind  at  the  Rlverrlaw 
Park,  and  completed  the  required  dis- 
tance la  »:*«.  On  Oct.  II,  Hatch  won 
too  big  marathon  under  the  auspices  of 
the  May  wool  A.  C  of  Chicago,  la  1:01. 
covering  the  twenty-six  miles,  all  yards- 
course  under  discouraging  weather  con- 
ditions. 

Hatch  never  had  much  hick  In  the 
Olympic  marathons.  In  London,  in  ltot, 
ha  finished  fifteenth,  asm  at  St  Louis,  la 
1M4,  he. finished  fourth.  Ha  finished 
fourth  in  the  marathon  at  Boston  In 
HOT.  One  of  the  most  sensational  of 
Hatch's  racee  waa  a  grudge  match  ho* 
tween  "aJmself  and  Al  Corey  In  1000.  The 
race  took  place  at  the  Harlem  Race 
Track  at  Harlem,  111.  Corey  end  Hatch 
had  long  been  bitter  rivals.  8 id  ran 
Carey  to  the  ground  In  the  early  stages 
and  was  declared  the  vletor  after  he 
had  stepped  twenty  miles.

Sir.— Will  you  kindly  publish  til*  fol- 
lowing ready  to  questions  naked  by  A.  T. 
Welkins—: 

Mr.  Watklnson  asks  for  information 
that  win  esnlUm  what  he  trie*  to  be- 
Meve.  bat  eannot.  what  bo  professes  to 
believe  bat  does  not;  therefore  bo  otooio 
from  tbo  Bible  to  give  strength  to  bis 
man-mtdt  tbaory.  No  man  with  any 
oenamonsenee  method  ot  study  would 
quota  two  aucb  passages  of  Scripture  so 
erroneously  aa  the  writer  haa  done,  aad 
then  asks,  "What  to  soul?" 

Philosophers  of  all  aeboola  have  triad 
to  answer  tbia  question:  Boc  rates. 
aad  Dssaoorttna,  Plato  and  Aristotle,  of 
tha  Grecian  schools;  Plot  Inns.  Of  tho 
Alexandrian  school;  Jatnblichua.  Of  tha 
Syrian  school,  and  Proclua,  of  tha 
Athenian  school.  And  some  of  Ihelr 
theories  of  tha  soul  are  as  Intelligent  aa 
ours  are  today. 

Aristotle  Mid:  "Tha  soul  doaa  not 
originate  with  tha  body  aa  tho  animal 
functions  of  the  soul  originate;  it  en- 
ters from  without  an  a  higher,  godlike 
activity,  and  It,  therefore,  alone  re- 
mains after  tha  body  baa  passed  away." 
Hla  definition  of  *oul  'was  "Tha  primary 
principle  of  Ufa."  and  bald  that  a  plant 
waa  endowed  with  a  vegetable  soul,  that 
brutes  and  man  had.  In  addition,  a  sen- 
sitive soul,  and  that  man  alona  had  a 
rational  and  Immaterial   soul. 

Socrates,  in  bin  last  hours,  la  quoted 
aa  saying  to  his  friends:  "You  may 
bury  ma  if  you  can  catch  me.  Do  not 
call  thle  poor  body  Socrates.  When  1 
have  drunk  the  poison  I  shall  leave  you 
and  go  to  the  Joys  of  the  blessed.  I 
would  not  hare  you  sorrow  at  my  hard 
lot.  or  any,  at  the  Interment.  'Thus  we 
lay  out  Socrates,  or  thus  we  follow  him 
to  the  grave  and  bury  him.'  Be  of  rood 
cheer,  aay  that  you  are  burying  my 
body." 

Again,  soul  has  been  denned  aa  "the 
immortal  spirit  that  dwells  in  man." 
Yet  today  we  are  scarcely  nearer  to  a 
true  and  satisfying  interpretation  of 
soul   that  were   these  so-called   heathen 


philosophers,    unless    we    make    use    of 
religious  knowledge  and  experience. 

Common  sense  seems  to  confirm  in 
the  minds  of  all  races  of  people  that 
there  is  something  In  the  universe  be- 
sides matter;  something  In  us  above 
and  superior  to  matter — a  self-acting. 
self -determining  power,  very  different 
from  that  which  we  aee  in  lower  ani- 
mals. Science  affirms  this;  man's  in- 
telligence affirms  this  to  himself  and  to 
the  world:  that  there  la  something  in 
us  above  mind  and  which  uses  the  mind 
as  its  medium  of  Interpretation.  This 
is  what  we  call  soul,  the  definition  ov 
which  is  experienced  rather  than  de- 
nned In  words. 

The  Scriptures  use  tha  principle,  of 
expression  of  speech  that  we  use  today 
—simile,  metaphor,  synecdoche  and  hy- 
perbole. The  Old  Testament  speaks  of 
the  soul  (Heb.  "Nephesh";  Greek. 
"Psuche")  aa  eating  and  drinking,  long- 
ing, praying  or  swearing,  departing  and 
returning,  lost  and  found,  showing  that 
to  And  the  true  Interpretation  of  the 
word  we  must  understand  its  setting  or 
connections. 

Gen.  2  says  man  was  made  In  God's 
image.  "God  la  a  spirit";  aa  spirit.  Is 
Incorporeal,  therefore  man  could  only 
have  been  like  God  in  intelligence  and 
Immortality,  in  that  part  called  "soul." 
which  projects  Into  eternity. 

Even  Napoleon  may  be  called  upon  as 
a  witness,  indirectly.  In  saying:  "Cae- 
sar, Alexander,  Charlemagne  and  I  have* 
founded  great  empires,  but  upon  what 
did  these  creations  of  our  genius  de- 
pend? Upon  force!  Jesus  alone 
founded  his  empire  upon  love,  and  to 
this  day  millions  would  die  for  him. 
1  think  I  understand  something  of 
human  nature.  These  were  men  and  I 
am  a  man,  but  Jesus  Christ  was  more 
than  man.  Across  a  chasm  of  1400 
years  Jesus  Christ  makes  a  demand 
which.  Is  most  difficult  to  satisfy — he 
asks  for  the  human  heart,  he  will  have 
It  entirely  to  himself.  Wonderful!  In 
defiance  of  time  and  space,  the  soul  of 
man,  'with  all  Its  powers  and  faculties, 
becomes  an  annexation  to  the  empire  of 
Jesus  Christ." 

That  man  has  a  soul  Christ  believed, 
and  as  the  embodiment  of  truth,  the 
logos  from  God,  yea,  "Emmanuel,"  God 
with  us,  let  us  take  his  evidence.  Jesus 
asked,  a  mathematical  problem:  "What 
will  It  profit  a  man  If  he  gain  the 
whole  world  and  lose  his  own  soul,"  or 
"What  shall  a  man  give  In  exchange 
for  bis  soul":  Matt/ If .  Is;  and  in  illus- 
trating, in  graphic  terms,  the  foolish- 
ness of  neglecting  the  soul,  be  said  to, 
a  worldling:  "Thou  fool,  this  night  thy 
soul  shall  be  required  of  thee":  Luke 
IS,  SO.  Again  he  warned  the  disciple 
against  them  who  were  able  to  destroy 
body  and  soul  in  hell.  Thus  Christ  af- 
firms that  man  has  a  soul,  which  can 
be  saved  or  lost  aa  we  determine. 

Can  the  soul  die? 

"The  day  thou  eatest  thereof  thou 
shalt  surely  die."  As  a  matter  of  fact 
Adam  lived  many  years  after  that. 
-Than  what  died?  Hla  soul.  Former 
relationship  waa  severed.  He  hid  from 
God.  He '  was  afraid,  but  God  found 
him.  "Through  the  one  man's  dis- 
obedience many  were  made  sinners": 
Rom.  5,  IS.  "There  is  no  difference,  for 
all  have  sinned":  Rom.  S:  SS,  SI.  "She 
that  llveth  In  pleasure  is  dead  while  aha 
It  veto/':  1  Tim.,  5,«.  What  is  the  in- 
ference? That  true  communion,  true 
relationship  with  God  has  been  cut  <JlT. 

The  opposite  of  death  Is  Ufa.  Hence, 
right  living  is  defined  in  Scripture  aa 
life,  wrong  living  aa  death.  XT  a  soul 
persists  in  a  state  of  death,  than  tbo 
law  ot  evolution,  or  rather,  devolution, 
will  bring  the  harvest  of  what  has  been 
■own,  even  everlasting  destruction  from 
the  presence  of  the  Lord:  S  Thesa,  1: 
a,  10.  That  this  does  not  mean  anni- 
hilation may  bo  seen  from  the  follow- 
ing: "Apollumi,"  and  ita  noun 
••Apolela."  is  translated  "destruction." 
••perish."  "waste."  and  "perdition."  See 
Matt.  I.  17;  Matt  St.  •;  S  Pot.  t,  1«: 
Rev.  If:    Ml!    Rev.  It,  SO,  and  SO,  10. 

Lastly,  the  lost  soul,  the  soul  that 
deliberately  chooses  to  gravitate  to  the 
condition  described  in  Revelation  and 
elsewhere,  cannot  blame  God  and  accuse 
God  of  preparing  such  punishment  aa 
tho  figurative  tongue ge  suggests.  It

Letham'a  undis- 
covered country  may  be  so  to  him,  but 
It  Is  not  mo  to  many  enquiring  Investi- 
gators, whose  experiences  have  led 
them  to  abolish  his  "if"  when  he 
speaks  of  the  privilege  of  seeing  some- 
thing beyond  the  grave,  and  to  Brother 
Macdonald's  darkness  and  eternal  death 
they,  can  cast  the  result  of  their  exper- 
iences and  say  with  the  poet: 

"There  Is  no  death.      Whet  seems  so  Is 
transition: 
Thin  life  of  mortal  breath 
Is  but  the  suburb  to  the  Life  Elyslan 
Whose  portal  we  call  Death." 

These  Investigators  to  whom  I  refer 
comprise  many  noted  persona,  whose 
evidence  is  certainly  above  the  average 
owing-  to  their  power  of  discernment 
end  sound  Judgment,  and  their  evidence 
corroborate*  that  of  thousands  all  over 
the  world  who  have  personally  com- 
munllcated  with  the  levins;  frlendn 
whose  mortal  bodies  have  been  previ- 
ously, committed  to  mother  earth,  and 
fko  unanimous  teetlmony  ef  ' 


living  in  the  ethereal  regions  la  that 
there  Is  no  death;  what  we  call  death 
Is  merely  the  transference  of  the  Indi- 
vidual ego's  activities  from  what  ws 
call  matter  to  another  and  <to  our 
physical  vision)  Invisible  sphere  of  ac- 
tivity, that  the  ego  Is  still  an  Intelli- 
gent, reasoning,  thinking  Individual  and 
la  in  full  possession  of  the  power  to 
progress  and  advance,  and  that  the  eld 
theological  doctrines  which  many  of 
them  held  when  in  the  earth  life  are 
false  and  misleading,  and,  although  at 
one  time  In  human  evolution  they 
served  a  purpose,  yet  the  adherence  to 
the  letter  has  dispersed  the  spirit  thst 
once  dwelt  therein,  and  like  the  swad- 
dling clothes  of  Infancy,  they  must  now 
be  rejected  for  the  accoutrements  of  a 
maturer  age  of  thought  and  reason. 

There  le  In  the  Victoria  Free  Library 
a  book  by  Sir  Oliver  Lodge.  F.R.8.,  an 
eminent  scholar  and  scientist,  entitled 
"The  Survival  of  Man,"  also  one  by  F. 
W.  H.  Myers,  entitled  "Human  Person- 
ality and  Its  Survival  of  Bodily  Death," 
and  I  would  advise  your  reade*i  to  get 
them  out.  On  page  SM  of  Mr  Oliver 
Ledge's  book  be  says,  concerning  the 
souls  who  have  left  the  range  ef  our 
physical  ken:  "Let  us  net  be  toe  sure 
that  their  condition  aad  surroundings 
are  altogether  aad  utterly  different 
of  sssaklad.     That  Is  one  ef 


the  things  we  may  And  out  not  to  be 
true.  The  Bret  thing  we  learn,  perhaps 
the  only  thing  we  clearly  learn  In  the 
first  experiments.  Is  continuity.  There 
le  no  sudden  break  in  the  condition  of 
existence  as  may  have  been  anticipated; 
aad  no  break  at  all  In  the  continuous 
and  conscious  Identity  of  genuine  char- 
acter and  personality.  Essential  be- 
longings, such  as  memory,  culture* 
education.  habits,  character  and 
affection— all  these,  aad  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent tastes  and  Interests  fdr  better,  for 
worse,  are  retained.  Terreetlal  accre- 
tions, such  ae  worldly  possessions, 
bodily  pains,  and  disabilities,  these  for 
the  meet  part  naturally  drop  away. 
Meanwhile  It  would  appear  that  knowl- 
edge Is  not  suddenly  advanced  (it  weald 
be  unnatural  if  It  were),  they  are  not 
suddenly  flooded  with  new  Information, 
nor  do  they  at  all  change  their  identity, 
but  powers  and  facilities  are  enlarged 
and   the  scope  of  their  outlook  of  the 


universe  may  be  widened  and  deepened. 
If  effort  here  has  rendered  the  acquisi- 
tion of  such  extra  insight  legitimate 
and  possible." 

This,  Mr.  Editor,  is  *w*s  testimony  of 
Mr  Oliver  Lodge.  It  Is  STs»  corrobor- 
ated by  many  others:  Sir  vTrniam 
Crookee;  the  late  Dr.  Alfred  Russell 
Wallace,  collaborator  with  Darwin  on 
the  subject  of  evolution;  also  the  late 
Professor  James,  of  Harvard.,  etc.,  end 
with  them  many  of  us  have  come  to 
knew  aad  realise  that  the  phenomena 
of  nature,  physical  and  spiritual,  are 
the  expression  of  Infinite  love  and  In- 
telligence, that  tbo  personal  Identity  of 
the  individual  continues  after  the 
change  called  death,  and  that  commun- 
ion with  the  unseen  le  a  fact  scientifi- 
cally proven,  and  that  tho  highest 
morality  Is  contained  In  the  Oolden 
Rnle:  also  that  the  Individual  Is  mor- 
ally responsible  for  hla  own  actions, 
and  that  the  doorway  of  reformation  Is 
never  closed  against  any  seal,  here  or 
hereafter.

Mr.  A.  C.  Flumerfelt  Gives 
Very  Instructive  Address  to 
Members  of  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association. 


"Finance  In  Relation  to  Vpmu'i 
Cltlsenshlp"  wuth*  title  of  a  vory  ta- 
.  tereetlng  and  Instructive  address  given 
loot  evening  by  Mr.  A.  C  Flumerfelt 
la  the  lecture  course  series  before  tee 
members  or  too  Young  Women's  Chrls- 
tUn  Association  la  ttio  rooms  of  the  or- 
ganisation, Douglas  Street.  Mr*.  Frank 
Adams  presided  and  there  won  •  fair 
attendance  of  members. 

Prior  to  Mr.  Flumerfelt's  address  Mr. 
C  H.  Lugrln  was  called  upon  for  a  fif- 
teen minutes'  talk  oa  current  •▼onto.  He 
alluded  to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  As- 
qtiith  aa  Premier  of  the  British  Perlla- 
mont.  aad  evoked  applause  whoa  he 
mentioned  that  his  successor,  the  Rt. 
Hon.  Bonar  Law,  was  a  Canadian  and 
4  former  New  Br uns wicker.  Dealing 
with  the  significance  of  the  political 
changes  In  Oreat  Britain,  h*  mentioned 
that  ho  supposed  it  meant  a  mora  vig- 
orous ptoaooutlon  of  the  war.  The  war 
could  be  divided  Into  two  period*— one 
of  preparation.  Which  terminated  With 
Kitchener's  death;  and  now  the  period 
Of  efficiency  and  activity.  He  was  dis- 
posed to  think  It  would  be  found  that 
Mr.  Law  would  be  given  the  admlnls- 
frattOB  of  the  internal  affairs,  and  that 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  would  be  found  at  the 
head  of  the  war  council.  He  next  re- 
ferred to  the  Russian  premier's  an* 
nouncement  that  the  Allied  Govern- 
ments bad  agreed  to  giving.  Russia  con- 
trol of  Constantinople.  This  was  \  an 
event  Which  would  mark  one  of  the 
turning  points  In  European  history.  Mr. 
Lugrln  also  made  reference  to,  as  cur- 
rent events,  the  conduct  of  the  Oreek 
MlBf,  the  plight  of  Roumanla  and  the 
attitude  of  President  Wilson  towards  the 
war.  In  this  latter  connection  he  ex- 
pressed tb*  conviction  that  there  was 
a  growing  body  of  public  opinion  In  tb* 
United  States  which  believed  that  that 
country  should  more  actively  ally  Itself 
with'  the  cause  of  the  Allies. 


!    Mr.  Flumerfelt  spoke  a*  follows: 

"Every  normal  person  Is  born  with  a 
message  for  humanity;  with  a  great, 
•acred  obligation  to  dive  of  his  best 
to  the  world.  Tour  talent  was  not  given 
to  you  merely  to  provide  bread  and 
butter  aad  luxuries  ■  for  yourself  and 
family,  but  to  make  the  world  a  bettor 
place  t*  live  la;  to  pay  your  debt  to 
humanity,  to  make  the  largest  possible 
man  or  woman  of  yourself.  .  , 

"X4f*  1*  self-reallxatlon.  Please  keep 
In  mind  at  all  Una*  that  there  is  no 
on*  Just  exactly  and  la  •very  particular 
like  yourself;  that  no  on*  can  do  your 
W*rk.  aad  that  you  have  a  special  share 
which  la  individual  and  for  which  you 
are  accountable — because  yea  are  you. 
Remember  that  every  birth  1*  divine; 
that  everyone  born  tat*  this  world  adds 
to  the  general  store  of  divinity  la 
humanity.  Also  keep  well  before  you 
that  you  may  waste  money,  even  wast* 
health;  both  may  be  recovered,  but  you 
may  not — under  pain  of  complete  loss 
—over  waste  time. 

"Every  day  offer*  new  opportunities, 
new  aspirations,  new  responsibilities. 
Never  before  and  never  again  map  they 
be  taken  advantage  of  and  Improved. 
Keep  your  mind  active;  otherwise,  like 
a  neglected  garden,  it  may  produce 
noxious  and  destructive  weeds.  Set  your 
ambitions  high;  let  humanity,  in  its' 
highest,  best  aad  truest  sense,  be  your 
guiding  star.  - 

I  "finance  1*  the  vital  power  that 
moves  the  world.  Settlement,  develop- 
ment, progress,  commerce,  industry, 
education,  religion,  social  and  domestic 
life  are  all  Interlaced  with,  dependent 
upon  and  affected  by  Individual,  provin- 
cial and  national  finance. 

"No  one  can  escape  the  effect  of  na- 
tional prosperity  or  adversity.  Nations 
are  profoundly  Influenced  by  the  fluc- 
tuations of  the  financial  world.  It  Is 
obvious,  therefore,  that  as  women  re- 
present at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  any  of 
the  civilised  nations,  they  are  and  pro- 
perly should  be  Interested  in  this  most 
Important,  far-reaching  and  all  compre- 
hensive question. 

f  "You  have  asked  me  to  present  a  few 
thoughts  as  to  the  relationship  that 
finance  bears   to  woman's  citizenship. 


"Cltlsenshlp  is  a  very  broad  word,  aad 
Implies  varied  and  numerous  obligations 
—privileges  and  service  One  Is  led  to 
Wonder  what  percentage  of  the  ballots 
oast  by  the  mala  proportion  of  the  com- 
munity has  Its  genesis  la  aa  Intelligent 
understanding  or  great  public  and  moral 
questions.  If  the  man  who  perhaps  has 
trained—or  I*  assumed  to  have 
trained — to  take  such  responsi- 
bilities casts  his  Influence  either  for  or 
*■  ii    ■  i     i  i. 
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agalaat  any.  public  question  without  giv- 
ing time  or  thought  to  such  decision,  I* 
It  likely  that  tb*  percentage  or  the  In- 
telligent vote  wilt  be  Increased  by  the 
extension  of  tbo  francbia*  to  women, 
when  w*  take  into  consideration  the 
greater  encroachment*  upoa  their  time 
aad  strength?  If  the  percentage  of  the 
Intelligent  vote  will  bo  Increased  by  the 
extension  of  the  franchise,  so  much  tb* 
better;  but  If  woman  Is  to  be  simply  the 
reflection  of  the  opinion  of  bar  men 
folk*,  then  It  seems  to  at*  that  th* 
value  or  the  francbia*  will  have  been 
very   much  over-estimated. 

"A  chain  1*  Just  *a  strong  a*  It* 
weakest  link,  and  society  I*  muoh  the 
same.  Inasmuch  a*  tb*  Individual  man 
•r  woman  1*  the  unit  of  which  society 
I*  composed;  therefore  society  can  only 
be  strong  as  each  of  these  unit*  I* 
strong.  The  Individual  voter  1*  largely 
regarded  a*  a  party  adjunct,  a  useful 
unit  for  party  organisation,  and  as  man 
has  the  tendency  to  dissipate  and  dis- 
tribute the  force*  of  life,  and  woman 
rather  toward  the  conservation  and  hus- 
banding of  such  forces,  she  may  and 
should  become  an  important  factor  in 
shaping  aad  developing  our  future 
Women  will  bring  great  gifts  to  public 
service,  and  these  will  b*  of  the  hlghoet 
value  when  they  are  supplementary  to 
man's  natural  Interests.  Assuming  that 
woman  take  an  intelligent  Interest  la  tb* 
franchise,  they  should  be  permitted  to 
•tudy  and  have  opportunity  of  acquaint- 
ing themselves  with  general  matter*  of 
finance— municipal,  provincial  and  fed- 
eral. These  are  very  Intricate  and  dif- 
ficult studies,  and  only  fsw  men  are 
thoroughly  Informed,  but  It  Is  to  be 
hoped  that  In  the  future — particularly 
In  Canada — greater  attention  will  be 
paid  by  both  men  and  women  to  these 
most  vital  questions. 

Tata*  of  Mdaaattoa  , 

First,  1st  me  say  that  In  my  opinion 
every  woman  should  have  some  know- 
ledge Of  the  effect  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures. Understanding  the  methods 
by  which  publlo  financing  Is  done,  wo- 
men would  necessarily  bar*  a  bettor 
outlook  upoa  life  In  It*  breeder  sense; 
be  better  able  to  pas*  an  Intelligent 
opinion  upon  any  proposed  expenditure, 
end  to  draw  their  own  conclusions  as 
to  the  practical  result  of  each  outlay. 

"A*  I  have  already  stated,  finance  is 
the  vital  spark  In  any  country  and 
among  any  people;  It  Is  the  red  blood 
that  courses  through  tb*  body  politic; 
It  Is  the  life-giving  stream  that  ani- 
mates; Is,  indeed,  the  electrical  current 
which  drives  the  world,  but  It  is  very 
difficult  to  make  such  a  question  as 
this  Interesting.  There  1*  no  humor 
In  finance;  nothing  but  hard,"  cold,  un- 
alterable foot,  aad  we  are  too  prone  to 
allow  matters  to  drift,  and  *o  long  an 
we  can  provide  for  current  needs  are 
unwilling  to  study  and  understand  the 
far-reachfhg  effect  of,  or  to  give  very 
much  thought  to,  this  Intricate  and 
difficult  Wubleet,  at  bos*  a  dry,  unin- 
viting problem,  but  one  of  paramount 
importance  to  every  man,  woman  and 
child   throughout  the  civilised  world. 

"The  question  may  be  asked,  how 
best  to  Interest  our  women  In  finance. 
My  answer  to  that  query  is  In  one 
word,  EDUCATION.  It  is  only  within 
the  last  50  years  that  woman  ha*  been 
afforded  an  opportunity  of  college  edu- 
cation. Prior  to  that  time  she  was  as- 
sumed not  to  desire  anything  more 
than  the  accomplishments,  together 
with  such  knowledge  as  was  then  con- 
sidered womanly.  Since  1866,  however, 
she  has  seised  with  avidity  the  added 
privileges  and  has  demonstrated  in 
many  spheres  her  ability  to  assume  and 
successfully  All  Important  positions. 
Not  least  among  her  achievements  are 
the  splendid  organisations  since  the 
eth  Of  August,  lfrM.  I  speak  of-  the 
work  woman  has  done  and  is  still  do- 
ing In  respect  of  this  great  war.  One 
sometimes  thinks  that  were  It  not  for 
her  excellent  efforts  the  successful 
conduct  of  the  contest  would  be  much 
more  difficult.  In  this  crisis  she  has 
In  a  very  large  way  shewn  her  value. 
I*  she  not  learning— ha*  ah*  not  al- 
ready learned  —  tb*  true  meaning  of 
cltlsenshlp? 

"Coming  back  to  education,  to  the 
end  that  women  may  be  thoroughly  well 
Informed  along  these  lines,  It  might  be 
well  to  have  lectures  from  time  to 
time  under  different  organisations,  to 
afford  an  opportunity  of  listening  to 
and  taking  part  la  debates.  As  time 
goes  on  and  these  young  women's  or- 
ganisations become  more  solid  finan- 
cially. It  might  be  possible  for  you  to 
have  alght  classes  to  at  least  in  a  mea- 
sure deal  with  the  problem  referred  to, 
but  In  order  that  a  proper  aad  thor- 
oughly well-grounded  understanding 
may  be  bad  on  any  subject,  the  educa- 
tional process  must  be  taken  up  in  th* 
formative  period  of  Ufa 


"To  elaborate  my  views,  I  have  cho- 
sen to  divide  woman's  Influence  into 
three  definite  and  distinct  periods,  and 
would  designate  them  as  morning,  high 
noon  aad  evening.  Morning  shall  rep- 
resent the  period  from  babyhood  to  ma- 
turity; high  noon  suggests  the  full  pos- 
session of  faculties  and  assumption  of 
responsibilities:  evening,  the  enjoyment 
by  reflection  upon  the  result*  of  the 
preceding  periods.. 

"Consider lag  the  morning  of  life.  In 
respect  of  the  educational  view,  it  is 
known  to  u*  all  that  Infancy  and  early 
youth  1*  th*  most  plastic  aad  receptive 
period  In  life,  and  for  the  Bret  tow 
year*  God  and  the  Mother  have  the 
child  pretty  much  to  themselves,  there- 
fore the  Mother  must  b*  wise  and  care- 
ful and  fully  awake  to  her  responsibili- 
ties. 

"In  order  that  education  may  be  made 
permanent,  the  Impression  must  be  In- 
delibly stamped.  The  thought.  If  Intel- 
ligently planted,  should  aad  will  be- 
come the  act;  the  act  continued  be- 
comes the  habit;  habit,  onee  formed, 
will  with  ftbooluto  certainty  repreeeat 
character,  and  character  make*  for  def- 
inite, distinct,  onchangiag  destiny. 

-Children,  than,  mast  bo  tasght  th* 
noes  aad  proper  relative  vat**  of  money. 
aad  to  clearly  understand  the  dtflonltiea 
sorrouadlag  the  provision  of  even  such 
smell  *****  as  may  be  entrusted  to 
them:  to  be  *■!•  flap *al**l  In  the  ex- 
penditure of  tha  meat  trUUag;  soma,  so 
that  by  th*  time  the  child  has  reached 


of  any  funds  under  her  control,  the  dif- 
ficulty of  obtaining  th*  same,  and  the 
responsibility  attaching  to  her  In  any 
expenditure  she  may  be  called  upon  to 
make 

All  Ik  seas  ■**•  noisthraf 

"To  my  mind  It  1*  Just  aa  certainly  a 
cardinal  principle  la  persons!  a*  In  na- 
tional financing  that  tb*  expenditure 
shall  be  well  within  the  Income,  aad 
every  individual  should  be  able  to  save 
something — no  matter  how  small — 
against  the  time  when  the  earning 
power  shall  be  lessened  by  reason  of 
either  age  or  Incapacity. 

"It  would  doubtless  be  well  If  chil- 
dren and  young  people  could  understand 
Just  What  a  small  expenditure  may 
mean:  Tor  Instance,  the  single  five  cent 
piece,  under  ordinary  conditions,  repre- 
sents sn  Investment  of  on*  dollar  for 
MS  days;  the  saving -of  ten  cents  per 
day  for  one  year  would  represent  $36.50 
— the  Interest  on  a  capital  Investment 
of  |600.  Now  In  ton  years  10  cent  a  per 
day  with  simple  Interest  would  repre- 
sent fiSO.tt.  and  If  continued  for  a 
period  of  40  years,  would  total  $5,029. 
One  dollar  per  week  deposited  in  the 
savings  bank  for  SO  years,  would  repre- 
sent 11,612.  Ons  who  can  make  a  15 
deposit  weekly  for  twenty  years  can,  at 
the  end  of  that  time,  draw  $6  per  week 
as  long  aa  he  lives,  and  at  death  still 
leave  to  the  family  not  only  the  deposit 
but  half  as  much   more. 

"This  Involves  a  very  Important  fea- 
ture which  cannot  be  too  strongly  em- 
phasised, via,  the  responsibility  of  the 
young  woman  and  the  full  recognition 
by  her  of  the  fact  that  every  five  cent 
piece  must  be  earned  through  the  ef- 
fort of  some  one,  and  is  secured  only 
by  the  expenditure  of  great  physical  or 
mental  effort  of  that  some  on*  at  some 

time 

■ 

"Children,  and  young  people  too, 
should  be  taught  the  art  of  saving  and 
given  an  understanding  of  the  neces- 
sity of  denying  themselves  something 
every  day  to  effect  a  saving;  to  the  end 
that  they  shall  realise  the  full  moaning 
of  their  stewardship. 

Value  Of  *0lf.BoUa*O* 
"They  should  also  be  taught  the  most 
valuable  quality  of  aelf -reliance,  the  de- 
termination to  be  their  own  helpers  and 
not  to  look  to  others  for  support.  This 
seems  to  me  to  be  the  mainspring  of 
all  -  growth  and  vigor,  the  master-key 
that  unlocks  all  difficulties  In  every 
calling  and  profession  until  sn  inde- 
pendence is  secured.  Having  the  key  to 
success,  however,  Is  of  very  little  use 
unless  one  can  find  the  lock,  and  this 
mean*  work  and  Industry.  The  Individ- 
ual has  no  moral  tight  to  spend  a'  penny 
more  than  Is  necessary  for  her  support, 
and  all  extravagant  and  useless  expendi- 
ture should  be  discouraged  and  avoided 
as  a  matter  of  principle.  Let  me  em- 
phahise  this  point:  That' the  first  requi- 
site to  education  shall  be  to  the  end 
that  the  individual  shall  really,  In  some 
manner,  earn  his  or  her  own  living,  and 
this  can  be  applied  to  the  children  of 
the  wealthy — who  may,  and  In  my  opin- 
ion should,  have  a  reasonable  allow- 
ance for  their  personal  needs — as  well 
as  to  those  who  may  And  it  necessary 
to  make  some  effort  toward  their  own 
support,  possibly  at  a  very  early  age. 
Some  of  the  finest  qualities  of  human 
nature  are  intimately  connected  with 
the  right  use  or  money,  and  It  Is  there- 
fore important  that  all  girls  should  have 
small  sums  within  their  own  control; 
should  be  taught  that  honesty,  gener- 
osity, Justice,  self-sacrifice  and  econ- 
omy are  first  essentials.  If  such  prin- 
ciples are  Inculcated  and  followed  up, 
we  shall  have  fewer  frivolous,  and 
therefore  more  thoughtful  and  more  use- 
ful, women  In  the  world,  with  an  equip- 
ment firmly  aad  properly  laid  for  a 
more  intelligent  assumption  of  the 
greater  and  heavier  responsibilities  of 
'high  need.' 

"Assuming  the  young  woman  has 
reached,  we  will  say,  the  age  of  twenty 
years,  what  Is  bar  outlook?  Is  her 
high  noon  bright  with  anticipation  as 
she  scans  lire's  horizon;  does  her  hope 
run  high?  Does  her  pulse  quicken  as 
she  plans  for  her  share  In  the  futur*? 
Doe*  the  beyond  blossom  with  promts*, 
end  are  her  aspirations  the  noblest? — 
o*  Is  her  mind  fully  occupied  with  a 
new  hat,  the  latest  style  In  dress  or  the 
newest  fashions?  If  so,  Is  she  qualified 
for  the  assumption  of  those  heavier  re- 
sponsibilities? I  am  frank  to  say  I 
think  not;  but  If  ws  can  start  our  young 
woman  with  some  such  foundation  as 
I  have  endeavored  to  outline,  tb*  world 
will  be  materially  advantaged;  an  eco- 
nomic enrichment  will  be  effected  by 
reason  of  th*  fact  that  th*  mental  ca- 
pacity— which.  In  very  many  cases,  ha* 
been  more  or  loss  dormant  or  applied  to 
matter*  that  are  not  e*  rqueh '  worth 
while— will  now  be  directed  toward  the 
more  Important  questions  of  lire,  in 
other  words,  my  contention  la  that  the 
world  lose*  tremendously  through  the 
non-utillxatlon  of  the  possible  results 
from  the  proper  application  of  the  wo- 
man's mind.

To  Illustrate  this:  Seppoee  you  owned 
or  controlled  a  thousand  acres  of  the 
most  fertile  land  on  Vancouver  Island 
and  allowed  It  to  grow  to  weeds.

such  a  condition;  safety  said  freedom 
from  at  least  ananclal'eare  will  be  their 
experience,  aad  any  community  could 
not  but  be  tremendously  influenced  for 
good  through  the  example  of  such  * 
young  couple. 

"A*  economies  are  effected,  growing 
demands  are  fairly  and  properly  made 
upon  thsm.  There  are  various  charities 
that  should  and  must  have  their  quota 
of  support,  and  a  young  couple  so  con- 
ditioned are  not  only  called  upon  but 
are  In  a  position  to  assist  In  philan- 
thropic movements  which  have  a  very 
wide  and  far-reaching  effect  upon  any 
community,  developing,  as  they  do,  the 
spirit  which  should  actuate  all  to  gtv* 
of  themselves  and  of  their  means  la  or- 
der that  those  less  fortunately  placed 
may  have  some  little  touch  of  tbe  enjoy- 
ment essumed  In  my  Ideal  horns.

"If  such  a  point  can  be  reached,  sure- 
ly the  woman  has  demonstrated  her 
right  to  cltlsenshlp  and  Is  an  Important 
member  of  any  community,  not  only  by 
reason  or  the  fact  that  she  is  an  eco- 
nomic producing* factor,  but  ahe  la  also 
an  Important  factor  In  the  expenditure 
of  such  moneys  as  may  be  possible  for 
her,  has  an  intelligent  and  proper  view 
as  to  what  objects  she  shall  lend  her 
eld  or  to  what  particular  activities  ah* 
shall  devots  her  .effort. 

The  X vealag  of  Life 

When  we  come  to  the  evening,  what 
shall  one  say?  At  best  the  world  grows 
poorer  as  the  years  take  us  on,  through 
life,  but  one  can  fancy— as  th*  evening 
approachea  and  the  setting  son  In  drop- 
ping In  the  west— with  what  satisfac- 
tion a  woman  can  reflect  upon  her 
youthful  years,  'beginning  always  with 
her  earliest  recollections  of  having  been 
taught  to  care  for  her  pennies  and 
dimes,  to  buy,  perhaps,  a  Christmas  gift 
for  the  inmates  of  an  orphanage;  as  she 
passed  Into  girlhood  ahe  associated  her- 
self with  those  philanthropic  move- 
ments which  gave  most  promising  out- 
let for  her  youthful  energies— little 
works  made  possible  by  her  economy 
and  self-denial.  Picture  her  a  little 
later,  as  she  stands  by  her  boy  hus- 
band; he  may  be  laid  by  through  an  ac- 
cident or  have  had  a  serious  Illness; 
the  family  exchequer  seriously  depleted. 
By  reason  of  her  education,  her  Intelli- 
gence her  wUlingness.  she  has  helped 
him  to  tide  over  and  bridge  these  diffi- 
cult spots.  She  became  the  comrade, 
the  friend,  the  chum;  perhaps  the  bat- 
tle off  life  raged  and  bar  boy  husband 
became  all  but  discouraged.  Her  cour- 
age and  belief  in  him,  her  support  and 
sympathy,  and  oftentimes  her  Judg- 
ment, made  smooth  the  rough  places 
and  pushed  him  on  and  on  and  on,  to 
success.  In  time  she  has  Implanted  In 
the  minds  or  her  children  the  same 
principles  upon  which  the  nobility  of 
her  womanhood  has  been  bunt.  Friends 
of  her  earlier  lire,  who  may  not  have 
been  successful,  have  been  helped  by 
her  thrift  and  economy,  and  because  of 
these  traits  she  has  been  able  to  help 
In  alleviating  suffering  in  many  direc- 
tions. Of  course  thousands  of  these 
acts  will  have  been  long  forgotten,  but 
the  habit  of  life  now  having  developed 
her  character,  she  spends  her  declining 
years  In  performing  acts  of  mercy, 
kindness  and  generosity.  If  her  re- 
ward Is  only  In  the  reflection  and  In  th* 
knowledge  that  she  has  done  her  best; 
that  she  has  filled  her  sphere;  that  eh* 
has  contributed  toward  the  lessening  of 
sorrow;  that  she  has  taught  her  chil- 
dren to  follow  in  her  footsteps.  It  seem* 
to  me  that  ahe  ha*  given  *  complete 
demonstration  of  the  relation  of  her 
stewardship  to  woman's  cltlsenshlp,  and 
has  Justified  to  the  full  her  right  to 
such  cltlsenshlp.

-Most  Aldermen  Oppose  Meas- 
ure —  Small  Shopkeepers 
Claim  Discrimination  in 
Favor  of  Big  Stores. 


Membtri  of  eh*  City  Council  did  not 
ink*  kindly  on  Monday  night  to  tao  by- 
law of  Alderman  Johns  to  compel  stores 
to  cloae  at  6  o'clock  every  evening-  of  the 
week  except  Friday.  Tbo  by-law  orig- 
inally prohibited  opening  before  • 
o'clock  In  the  morning,  but  Alderman 
Johns  eliminated  this,  ao  that  stores 
could  open  any  hour  after  midnight.  The 
aldermen  will  decide  next  Monday  night 
what  they  will  do  with  the  by-law.  Home 
of  them  last  night  recommended  a  alz 
months'  hoist,  others  a  six  years*  hoist 

Alderman  Dtlworth  asserted  that  the 
hours  of  clerks  rather  than  the  shop 
hours  should  be  regulated.  "All  the  lit- 
tle shopkeepers  are  having  a  hard  time 
to  make  a  living  now,"  he  said.  "I  don't 
think  we  should  place  any  further  handi- 
cap on  the  email  dealers  outside  the 
centre  of  the  city." 

Alderman  Walker  said  some  of  the 
shop  hours  regulations  are  a  farce  as 
on  Oak  Bay  Avenue,  beyond  Foul  Bay 
Road,  small  shops  are  doing  a  big  busi- 
ness on  Saturday  afternoons,  while 
shops  on  the  same  street,  but  Just  Inside 
the  city  limits,  are  forced  to  be  closed. 

Alderman  Todd  suggested  a  sone  sys- 
tem, whereby  the  large  stores  In  the 
centre  of  the  city  would  close  early  and 
those  near  the  outskirts  have  an  ex- 
tension of  time.  City  Solicitor  Banning- 
ton  said  the  City  has  no  power  at  pres- 
ent to  make  such  a  regulation,  but  might 
get  legislation  next  year. 

The  Mayor  said  his  telephones  have 
been  kept  busy  during  the  last  week 
with  people  protesting  against  the  pro- 
posal  to  cut  down  the  hours  of  small 


Aldermen  Johns  said  most  of  the 
shopkeepers,  large  and  small,  were  sup- 
porting him.  Practically  all  the  other 
aldermen  opposed  the  measure,  how- 
ever. 

There  were  many  letters  sent  in  to 
the  Council  on  the  question.

Sir:— Cur  worthy  Bishop  Macdonald 
once  more  regales  us  with  the  state- 
ment that  many  of  the  most  brilliant 
Intellects  of  the  Christian  period  have 
upheld  that  faith.  "In  some  form  and 
wlt^i  various  reservations"  he  might 
have  added. 

How.  the  thing  to  be  accounted  for  if 
the  Christian  religion  had  a  divine  ori- 
gin and  be  a  divine  institution,  and  the 
Bible  a  revelation  from  Omniscience  Is, 
how  any  intellect,  brilliant  or  stupid, 
should  ever  have  rejected  them?  If 
Ood  had  spoken,  would  not  the  whole 
world  have  been  convinced  and  would 
not  the  same  conviction  have  filled 
every  breast?  One  cannot  but  wonder 
that  the  Father  of  all  should  have  left, 
so  large  a  portion  of  his  family  in  dark- 
ness; that  this  alleged  revelation  should 
have  been  deferred  so  long;  that  this 
alleged  will  should  be  of  so  confused 
and  contradictory  a  character  that  the 
whole  Christian  world  should  be  at 
sixes  and  sevens  about  its  meaning. 

Then,  one  wonders  why  its  history 
and  authorship  should  be  involved  in 
so  much  obscurity;  why  its  purity 
should  not  have  been  guarded;  how  it 
is  that  we  have,  no  certain  mark  by 
which  to  distinguish  the  Word  of  God 
from  the  word  of  man. 

As  time  goes  on  more  and  more  men 
are  convinced  that  the  whole  Bible  is 
of  purely  human  authorship;  that  the 
whole  of  Christian  rites  and  doctrines 
are  the  products  of  evolution,  continued 
down  from  older  faiths. 

If  there  be  one  new  doctrine  or  rite 
in  It  or  one  new  moral  precept  of  any 
value,  then  by  all  means  let  such  be 
pointed  out. 

Then  again,  on  this  matter  of  dissent! 
When  we  think  of  the  penalties  and  pri- 
vations that  have  been  visited  on  those 
who  dared  to  offer  any  opposition,  the 
wonder  is  how  any  one  should  have  had 
the  temerity  to  rebel.  Almost  every 
chapter  of  Christian  history  is  red  with 
blood  right  from  the  time  of  Constan- 
tino downwards.  Read  Moshelm  or 
Gibbon,  or  Lecky,  or  White,  or  Draper, 
or  Samuel  Dill.  The  Christian  religion 
has  put  down  all  opposition,  wherever 
It  had  power,  with  a  ruthless  hand.  The 
Bible  Itself  breathes  Intolerance  of  the 
most  heartless  kind.  According  to  the 
New  Testament  Jesus  was  not  free  from 
It  and  Paul  says:  "If  any  one  come 
unto  you  bringing  any  other  doctrine, 
receive  him  not  into  your  house  neither 
wish  him  Ood  speed." 

Free  discussion  will  hasten  the  day 
when  "man  shall  know  the  truth)  and 
the  truth  will  set  him  free"  from  all 
baleful  error  and  superstition.

Sir: — Dr.  Ounsaurus,  aa  eminent  Chi- 
cago divine,  once  told  this  story.  In 
bis  class  at  college  there  was  a  young 
man  who  was  considered  by  his  fellow 
students  as  being  the  most  spiritual  of 
them  all.  His  first  charge  was  In 
Maine.  Dr.  Ounsaulua  went  to  Massa- 
chusetts. Six  months  later  the  former 
wrote  the  doctor  beseeching  him  to  ex- 
change pulpits  for  a  Sunday,  as  he  sim- 
ply had  to  get  away  from  hie  congrega- 
tion and  have  the  relief  of  a  change. 
The  doctor  agreed,  and  as  they  passed 
each  other  on  the  way.  there  was  no 
opportunity   for  an  Interview. 

Arriving  at  his  destination  Dr.  Oun- 
saulus  found  '  awaiting  him  a  typical 
New  Englander — one  of  the  kind  with  a 
scant  goatee  beard  and  a  mouthful  of 
tobacco — ready  with  a  buck-board  to 
drive  him  the  three  miles  to  the  vil- 
lage. On  the  way  the  Rev.  doctor  asked 
the  native  why  his  young  friend  and  the 
congregation  could  not  get  along  to- 
gether, to  which,  once  the  tobacco  Juice 
had  disappeared  over  the  horse's  head, 
the  driver  answered,  "Wall,  I  don't 
know." 

On  the  way  back  to  tho  station  on 
Monday  morning  the  driver  compli- 
mented the  cleric  on  the  sermons  he 
bad  delivered  the  previous  day,  adding 
that  If  hie  friend  would  preach  the 
same  kind  of  doctrine  the  congregation 
and  be  would  get  along  line.  Asked  as 
to  the  difference  between  the  two 
styles  of  sermone,  the  driver  answered. 
"you  preach  salvation  by  faith,  which 
is  what  we  want;  your  friend  preaches 
salvation  by  works,  and  we  don't  like 
It" 

Bishop  Mscdonald  insists  upon  sal- 
vation by  faltb.  quoting  texts  to  prove 
his  case.  I  asserted  salvation  by 
works,  quoting  from  the  same  book  to 
prove  my  point  of  view.  Well,  Mr. 
Editor,  It  does  begin  to  look  as  if  the 
Christian  religion  Is  of  so  varied  and 
accommodating  a  nature  that  no  matter 
how  a  man  is  constituted,  he  can  get 
from  Its  doctrine  material  to  support 
Ms  own  point  of  view,  and  also  demol- 
ish those   that  differ. 

The  Bishop  says:  "The  supernatural 
character  of  that  revelation  (in  the 
Bible)  is  attested  especially  by  the  pro- 
phecies which  were  fulfilled  in  Chrlsb" 
A  very  great  friend  of  mine,  a  man  of 
magnificent  intellect  said  by  Prof. 
Goidwln  Smith  to  possess  the  finest 
logical  mind  he  had  ever  known,  and  a 
sincere  Christian,  put  me  through  a 
course  of  Instruction  in  the  Scriptures 
for  four  years,  and  he  was  most  em- 
phatic in  the  statement  that  the  pro- 
phecies said  to  refer  to  the  coming  of 
Jesus  Christ  really  did  not  apply  to 
him  at  all,  but  to  the  future  restora- 
tion of  the  kingdom  of  Israel,  popu- 
larly known  as  the  lost  ten  tribes.

that  they  refuse  to  admit  the  fulfill- 
ment of  the  prophecies  as  claimed  by 
Bishop  Macdonald.

But 
I  am  glad  to  learn  that  since  your  ar- 
ticle appeared,  the  commissioners  have 
decided  that  they  can  do  nothing,  but 
carry  out  their  duty  In  thle  respect 

But  air,  why  all  this  trouble  over 
keeping  open  for  two  or  three  Satur- 
days? If  Christmas  Day  had  fallen  on 
Saturday,  then  the  public  would  have 
had  only  up  to  Friday  night  to  do 
their  ahopplng,  while  now  they  will 
have  the  extra  few  houra  of  Saturday 
morning. 

Then  again,  sir,  every  merchant 
knows,  only  too  well,  that  the  longer 
you  keep  your  store  open,  the  later 
will  customers  leave  their  shopping, 
but  at  the  same  time,  no  larger  vol- 
ume of  business  is  transacted,  but  ex- 
tra, expenses  are  Incurred.  Some  mer- 
chants seem  to  be  complaining  that  no 
provision  waa  made  In  the  bill  to  allow 
stores  to  remain  open  on  the  Saturday 
where  a  holiday   falls   on  the  Monday. 

If  our  complaining  merchants  had 
been  alive  to  their  duty  and  our  inter- 
ests, before  the  bill  became |  law,  they 
would  have  had  their  amendments  to 
the  draft  of  the  bill  readv  and  their 
deputation  present  st  the  late  Premier's 
office  at  the  same  time  as  did  the  Retail 
Employees'  Organisation.  As  a  member 
of  the  committee  of  that  organisation 
at  that  time.  I  can  aay  that  we  fore- 
saw these  difficulties,  and  went  ao  far 
as  to  make  an  amendment  to  meet  the 
situation,  but  this  was  rejected,  and  I 
believe  I  am  right  In  stating  that 
when  our  delegate,  Mr.  Poupard,  pre- 
sented the  amendments  to  the  bill,  the 
Retail  Merchants,  were  neither  present 
themselves  or  represented  by  anyone. 
Thus  the  bill,  as  it  stands,  became  law. 

I  therefore  consider  that  the  com- 
plaining merchants  have  only  them* 
selves  to  blame  for  the  position  In 
which  thsy  find  themselves  at  this  time. 

As  to  the  success  of  the  Saturday 
half-holiday — this  is  being  thoroughly 
enjoyed  by  the  employees,  for  whom  tha 
bill  was  made.  It  is  also  enjoyed  by  a 
very  large  percentage  of  the  merchants 
themselves.

VICTORIA  WILL  BUILD 
SIX  WOODEN  SCHOONERS 


Mr.  J.  H.  Price,  Ncwly-Elcctttd  President  of  the 
Cameron-Genoa  Mills  Shipbuilders,  Ltd..  Says 
That  Twenty-Five  Ships  Will  Be  Built  at  This 
Point  and  at  Vancouver. 


Mr.  J.  U.  Price,  the  new  president  of 
the  Cameron -Genoa.  Mills  Shipbuilders, 
Limited,  arrived  la  the  city  yesterday 
from  Vancouver,  bringing  exceedingly 
good  news  regarding  the  future  develop- 
ment of  the  wooden  shipbuilding  indne- 
try  In  Victoria,  aa  well  as  on  the  Main- 
land. 

Whoa  the  announcement  was  matte 
that  Mr.  Price  had  boon  appoints*  tha 
head  of  the  local  concern  it  was  pre- 
dicted that  there  would  no  doubt  ho  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  number  Of 
ships  to  bo  laid  dnwa  here,  and  such 
proves  to  bo  the  case. 

Mr.  Price  states  that  a  doSnlU  plan 
haa  been  decided  upon  for  JJkjg  con- 
struction of  twenty-five  auxiliary 
schooners  In  Victoria  and  at  tha  Wal- 
lace Shipyards  at  North  Vancouver.  As 
soon  as  one  vessel  is  launched  another 
heel  will  at  once  be  laid. 

Considerable  changes  have  taken  place 
In  the  local  shipbuilding  situation.  No 
leaa  than  alx  vesaela  are  now  under  or- 
der for  Mr.  IT.  W.  Brown  at  the  Cam- 
eron-Oenoa  Mills  shipyard  ar.d  in  order 
to  All  this  contract  schoerter  No.  S, 
which  the  builders  ns<l  in;ended  using 
tbemaolves  and  whlcn  it  had  been  de- 
cided at  tha  time  tha  keel  was  lali 
should  be  named  the  Esquimau,  is  to 
bo  turned  over  :o  Mr.  Brown  on  com- 
pletion. 

T-annshlng  aa  January 

It  is  expect  3d  that  the  Uunchlny  of 
the  first  sehooner  will  take  place  about 
tha  middle  of  Janua+y.  within  a  day  or 
two  of  the  launching  of  the  schooner 
Mabel  Brown  at  tha  Wallace  shipyard*) 
on  the  Mainland,  and  the  keel  of 
schooner  No.  4  will  Immediately  take 
her  place.  Mr.  Brown  has  signed  the 
contracts  for  these  six  vesaela  on  be- 
half of  the  Canada  West  CMtt  Steam- 
ship Company,  of  which  he  Is  the  head. 

Mr.  Price  states  that  it  la  not  the 
intention  of  the  members  of  his  com- 
pany to  occupy  the  full  energies  of 
their  plsnt  in  the  building  of  ships  for 
themselves  slone  and  under  the  pres- 
ent contracts,  but  that  if  any  outside 
orders  ara  available  they  will  be  read- 
ily accepted  and  the  ships  turned  out 
in  good  time.  After  schooner  No.  1  is 
launched  they  will  bo  in  a  position  to 
launch  a  ship  every  two  months  and 
they  are  open  to  accept  all  the  busi- 
ness offering.  In  fact,  It  Is  the  com- 
pany's purpose  to  go  right  after  all  the 
business  It  can  get  and  there  is  not  the 
slightest  doubt  that  with  the  present 
great  demand  for  tonnage  It  will  bo  a 
matter  of  but  a  short  time  before  the 
company  will  be  called  upon  to  in- 
crease Its  plant  in  order  to  look  after 
the  orders. 

"We  Snd  thai  the  weather  conditions 
on  Vancouver  Island  are  the  best  suit- 
ed for  shipbuilding  on  the  whole  Pacific 
Coast,"  said  Mr.  Price.  "The  lumber 
here  Is  also  of  a  superior  quality."  ho 
continued,  "as  thsre  are  no  black  stains 
found  in  any  of  the  logs,  which  has 
proved  suoh  a  detriment  to  the  uaa  of 
lumbar  in  many  places  on  the  CoasT* 

"Although  wo  are  going  right  along 
with  the  building  of  these  SB  vessels, 
it  does  not  mean  that  wo  will  be  un- 
able to  build  schooners  for  anyone  else," 
said  Mr.  Price,  "and  we  are  In  a  posi- 
tion to  give  quicker  delivery  than  any 
concern  on  the  Coast  for  the  reason 
that  we  have  the  lumber  end  materials 
close  at  hand." 

The  vessels  building  here  are  the 
auxiliary  schooner  type  with  a  length 
over  all  of  ISO  feet,  beam  44  feet  and 
depth  of  hold  20  feet.  Their  capacity 
will  be  1,600,009  feet  of  lumber.  Two 
sets  of  engines  have  already  4>een  de- 
livered in  Vancouver  and  a  set  of  en- 
gines for  the  first  Victoria  vessel  la 
expected  here  some  time  this  week. 

The  company  l>  exhibiting  a  good 
deal  of  forethought  In  getting  Che  men 
who  win  operate  these  engines  aboard 
the  vessels  thoroughly  trained  before- 
hand and  with  this  idea  in  mind  they 
are  having  one  set  of  engines  set  up  on 
land  at  each  of  the  shipyards,  on  the 
Mainland  and  here. 

Mr.  Price  states  that  work  on  the 
framing  of  schooner  No.  S  will  be 
started  at  the  end  of  this  week.  All 
the  square  framing  for  this  vsssei  was 
completed  some  time  ago  and  is  all 
rsady  to  be  put  In  place.  The  local 
vessels  will  have  the  latest  equipment 
for  the  handling  of  cargo  with  quick 
dispatch  and  they  will  bo  capable  of 
loading  at  the  rate  of  400.000  feet  of 
lumber  a  day. 

Contracts  were  olosad  recently  with 
the  Victoria  Machinery  Depot  for  the 
building  of  the  necessary  boilers  and 
water  tanks.  Tha  boilers  are  required 
to  develop  IIS  home  power  and  .  the 
tanks,  which  am  of  steel,  will  have  a 
capacity  of  3.000  gallons. 

The  Installation  of  the  quick  loading 
apparatus  places  tha  auxiliary  schooner 
on  the  same  basis  as  steamers  aa  re- 
gards quick  dispatch.  Under  tha  for- 
mer conditions  if  a  sailing  vessel  were 
loading  at  a  mill  and  a  steamer  came 
alongside  for  loading,  the  steamer  would 
bo  given  the  preference,  for  obvious 
reasons 

Under  the  new  system  it  means  that 
a  salting  vessel  which,  under  the  old 
order  of  things,  would  losd  a  maxi- 
mum of  50.000  or  00.000  feet  of  lumber 
a  day  or,  In  other  words,  while  vesaela 
such  as  those  now  building  here-would 
take  about  two  woeaa  to  load,  they  will 
now  take  but  a  little  over  three  days. 
Provide  for  Apprentices 

Elaborate  quarters  are  being  laid  out 
on  each  of  tha  vessels  for  the  accom- 
modation of  apprentices,  negotiations 
for  Use  Indenturing  of  whom  the  Vic- 
toria and  Esquimau  Branch  of  the  Navy 
League  recently  Instituted  with  tha 
London  headquarters  after  having 
taken  the  matter  up  with  Mr.  H.  W. 
Brown,  representing  the  owners  of  the 
vessels  and  receiving  his  heart*  ap 
proval  of  the  schema 

There  will  ha  two  apprentices  an 
each  vessel  and  with  the  largo  number 
which  it  la  now  planned  to  build,  tha 
working  out  of  tha  plan  should  go  a 
long  way  toward  promoting  the  train- 
ing of  the  young  men  of  Canada  for  the 
future  merchant  marl  no  of  the  country, 
aa  wall  as  adapting  them  to  the  service) 
of  tha  navy  should  they  ho  required 
at  any  time. 

Asked  ss  to  tha  possibility  of  tha 
local  plant  gotag  into  the  steal  ship- 
building business,  Mr.  Price  stated 
that  each  was  nod  their  present  inten- 
tion aUhowgh  poostblr  la  the  future  th*

Mr.  Price  was  unti  recently  with 
thg  St.  Helens  Shipbuilding  Company  at 
St.  Helens,  Or*.,  and  Is  one  of  the  best 
known  designers  and  builders  of  wooden 
hulls  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  having  been 
connected  in  some  capacity  with  the 
designing  or  building  of  some  forty- 
eight  wooden  vessels  during  the  past 
IS  years. 

Mr.  Price  comes  from  Mllford  Haven. 
South  Wales,  and  waa  engagsd  in  ths 
Pembroke  Government  navy  yarde  for 
soma  yearn  before  going  to  Australia 
and,  latterly,  coming  to  this  Coast.

Niels  Nielsen  Was  Perilously 
Near  Rocky  Shores  of  West 
Coast  When  Picked  Up  by 
Goliah. 


It  Is  net  s  pleasant  sensation  for  a 
skipper  to  be  pacing  the  deck  of  kia 
ship  with  tha  knowledge  that  be  la 
walking  os  property  valued  at  9S.ese.000 
that  might  at  nay  moment  pile  up  on 
the  rooks,  aad  yet  that  is  the  experi- 
ence which  Captain  D.  Q.  Diotrlchsun 
passed  through  with  the  S.M0-toa  steel 
freighter  Niels  Nlelaoa  was  drifting 
helplessly  off  the  West  Coast  of  Vancou- 
ver Island,  after  having  snipped  iier 
propeller  while  on  her  maiden  voyage 
from  Seattle  to  Vladivostok.  As  she 
wallowed  aimlessly  about  at  the  merey 
of  the  tide  and  the  weather  each  mighty 
sea^ brought  her  closer  to  the  rocky 
shores  w.ilsb  spelled  disaster,  and  Cap- 
tain IMetrljhsoa  oays  that  U~m  in. pos- 
sible for  him  to  express  tne  rvl'cf  wh*uh 
he  felt  when  Captain  Nielsen  of  the  lug 
Ooliah  hove  la  sight  and  nlacnd  a  haw- 
ser aboard  his  vessej  wheji  she  was  only 
j  few  miles  off  Cup  >  Scott 

Mr.  George  E.  Cory,  Seattle  represen- 
tative of  Wilcox.  Peck  *  Hughes,  ad- 
justers for  the  Norwegian  owners  of 
the  Niels  Xlelson.  and  also  the  Nor- 
wegian underwriters,  arrlvsd  in  the  city 
on  yesterday's  C.P.K.  boat,  and  he,  too, 
was  Impressed  with  the  peril  of  tho 
situation  from  which  the  big  steamer 
has  Just  escaped.  He  ststes  that  the 
manifests  show  a  value  of  14, 000,000, 
and  with  the  ship  valued  at  only 
11,000,000,  It  makes  the  total  risk 
roughly    to, 000,000. 

The  cargo  included  20,000  bales  of 
cotton,  which  was  shipped  from  New 
"Deans,  and  this  is  values  at  20  cents 
a  pound  at  point  of  shipment.  The 
freighter  also  carried  2.700  tons  of  spel- 
ter and  over  1,000  tons  of  electro  zinc 
which  is  valued  at  20  cents  per  pound 
at  the  factory.  There  were  also  large 
shipments  of  leather,  valuable  ma- 
chinery, and  miscellaneous  goods  to  the 
value  of  1100,000. 

Someone  who  is  anxiously  awaiting 
the  ship's  arrival  at  Vladivostok  will  be 
greatly  disappointed  to  find  that  a  mo- 
torshlp  consigned  to  him  by  the  Niels 
Nlelson  is  no  more.  The  boat  which  is 
18  feet  in  length,  wss  stowed  on  the 
deck  of  the  big  carrier.  When  the  lat- 
ter received  such  a  buffeting  In  the 
tremendous  seas  which  washed  her 
decks  and  flooded  the  officers'  quarters, 
the  motorshlp  was  practically  ruined. 
Instead  of  protruding  from  the  stern, 
as  it  should,  the  propeller  Is  now  lying 
inside  of  the  boat,  and  the  rudder  is 
smashed  up  against  the  bow.  The  party 
who  shipped  the  motor  vessel  was  care- 
ful enough  to  prepay  the  freight,  never

OF  CHINESE  PBISS 


Scathing  Arraignment  of  Offi- 
cials of  Benevolent  Associa- 
tion by  "The  New  Republic" 
— FourChineseto  Stand  Trial 


Four  Chinese  were  arraigned  la  the 
police  court  yesterday  charged  with  in- 
citing to  assault  la  connection  with 
the  riot  of  the  evening  of  October  I,  at 
the  imperial  Chinese  Hcnool.  Placard 
Street.  They  were  Ho  Eee  (Hot  Tet 
Waa),  Too  Wen  Sen,  Lee  Qee  Ging  and 
i-ee  Kong  Mowe,  the  latter  being  the 
editor  of  the  Chinese  newspaper  known 
as  the  New  Republic.  The  three  first 
mentioned  already  have  bad  a  prelim- 
inary hearing  on  the  accusation  of  riot- 
ing. All  four  ware  committed  for  trial 
by  Magistrate  Jay  and  later  In  the  af- 
ternoon appeared  before  Mr.  Justice 
Gregory,  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
were  admitted  to  ball  each  on  their  own 
surstles  of  1 1,100  and  three  others, of 
♦  500  each.  Messrs.  Thornton  Poll.  K.C., 
and  J.  S.  Brandon  appeared  for  the  de- 
fence, while  in  the  lower  court  Mr.  W. 
C  Moresby  prosecuted.  In  the  trial  the 
Crown  will  be  represented  by  Mr.  F.  C. 
Stacpoole.  K.c. 

The  evidence  adduced  at  the  prelim- 
inary hearing  waa  similar  to  that  taken 
In  the  cases  of  rioting  except  in  one 
Important  respect,  namely,  that  trans- 
lations ef  articles  which  were  published 
In  the  Chinese  newspaper.  The  Now  Re- 
public, were  submitted  by  Mr.  Mores- 
by with  a  view  to  showing  that  the 
disturbance  of  October  8  had  been  led 
up  to  by  extremely  inflamatory  criti- 
cism of  Charlie  Bo,  president  of  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  Asso- 
ciation, and  Lum  Lap  Wing,  vice-presi- 
dent of  that  organization.  These  were 
dated  September  24  and  26  and  dealt 
with  the  officials  of  the  association  with- 
out glovss.  There  was  another  pub- 
lished on  October  29,  following  the 
arrest  of  some  of  those  believed  to  have 
had. a  part  In  the  fracas,  which  was 
headed:  "This  paper's  indignant  no- 
tice" and  opened  with  the  words  "Indig- 
nant Greetings."  It  then  went  on: 
-indlmemt    Oreetlna-s" 

"Thin  city's  Chung  Wa  Wei  Kun'e 
(Chinese  Benevolent  Association)  false 
members — Lowe  Goe  Quia  (Charlie  Bo) 
and  Lum  Lap  Wing — usurping  the  name 
of  the  association,  selfishly  telegraphed 
to  Peein  applying  for  the  dissolution 
of  the  two  houses  (of  Parliament)  mat- 
ter. This  Is  our  duty  under  heaven. 
Not  known  (apparently)  Lowe  and  Lum 
evidently  thinking  that  they  have  not 
done  enough  cruelty  have  extended  their 
anger  to  this  paper.  On  the  afternoon 
of  the  28th  a  European  policeman  ar- 
rested this  paper's  chief  editor — Lee 
Knn  Mowe — and  also  the  manager — Lee 
Gee  Glng.  ■  Afterwards  they  have  been 
balled  out  to  await  trial.  Upoa  quietly 
thinking  (It  Is  apparent)  Lowe  and  Lum 
are  using  their  Influence  to  attack  the 
(Chinese)  populace.  This  Is  no  law  and 
no  heaven  (Justice).  Now  they  have 
by  devious  means  (crookedly)  brought 
In  this  paper.  This  Is  very  detestabls. 
The  Chinese  people  cannot  control  their 
indignation.  (We  are)  compelled  to  let 
the  public  know  In  the  hope  that  at 
every  place  Immediate  ateps  will  bo 
taken  to  assist  us  to  overcome  this  mat- 
ter.    This  Is  our  hope." 

This  was  preceded  by  the  two  articles 
referred  to,  that  of  September  24  beinr 
headed  "Punish  (Kill,  Exterminate)  Low 
Gee  Quia,  Lum  Lap  Wing,  crime  of  re- 
volting (disturbing,  agitating)  the  Na- 
tion.•'  It  was  signed  under  the  nom 
do  plume  of  "Put  Ping."  "  The  writer  ob- 
serves that  "he  has  lived  a  literary  Ufa 
for  more  than  ten  years  and  baa  never 
made  any  worthless  attacks  on  any- 
body." He  says  that  he  was  "shocked 
by  the  corruptness  of  the  Chlneae  Con- 
solidated Benevolent  Association"  and 
for  reasons  detailed  Charlie  Bo  aad 
Lum  Lap  Wins;  are  "traitorous"  aad 
that  "our  brethren  of  Victoria  have  out- 
cast them."  He  continues:  "They  may 
be  allowed  to  exist  but  they  will  soon 
dls  away  In  filthy  holes.  Ths  proverbs 
say  'The  very  poisonous  Insects  may  bo 
forgiven  (Ignored)  If  they  do  not  bite  a 
person  but  when  they  try  to  bite  one's 
face  even  a  very  kind-hearted  men  can- 
hot  help  striking  them'." 

"As  Wo  wtrlk.  Insects" 
After  this  introduction  reference  is 
made  to  the  telegram  which  the  official) 
were  believed  to  have  sent  to  Pekln  and 
It  is  said:  "Such  action  is  Just  as  bad 
as  the  approaching  biting  of  the  Insects; 
therefore  we  have  to  strike  them  aa  we 
strike  the  ineecte."  The  alleged  tele- 
gram Is  quoted  as  follows:  "Premier 
Tuan  Kay  8oy— Abolition  of  Confucian- 
Ism  endangers  country.  People  madden- 
ed  (confused).      Dissolve    two    Housss.

After  dealing  exhsuetl  vely  with  condi- 
tions In  China,  past  and  preseat,  aad 
the  comparative  merits  of  the  Royalist 
and  Rorubllcan  parties,  the  writs*  pro- 
ceeds to  recite  la  tabulated  form  a  series 
of  crimes  of  which  he  declares  the  oaV 
clals  of  the  local  association  are  guilty. 
At  one  point  hie  criticism  Is  couched  ao 
follows:  "According  to  the  telegram  it 
waa  stated  that  people  Will  be  Indignant 
and  there  win  be  disorders,  whereas  our 
people,  according  to  the  editor  of  the 
Cht  Tew  Sbta  Po  (newepaper  of  Hono- 
lulu) was  uncontrollably  pleased  when 
the  abolition  of  Confucianism  as  a  state 
religion  was  announced.  Beyond  the 
one,  two  or  three  persons  (such  aa  your- 
selves— Low  Gee  Quia  and  Lum  Lap 
Wing)  who  da  not  approve  of  repub- 
licanism Who  else  Is  against  It?  Such 
false  and  Idle  reports  unsettle  the 
people  and  constitutes  crime  I.  If  you 
say  people  might  be  angry  It  might  be 
permissible  but  to  state  that  the  people 
will  revolt  (rebel)  even  killing  you  Is 
aot  enough.  "Crime  ff  le  cited  aa  being 
the  "illegal"  signing  of  the  names  of 
president  and  vice-president  of  the  as. 
soolatlon  to  a  telegram  which  "only  ex- 
pressed the  personal  opinion  of  one  or 
two  persons.'' 

The  "Two  Banditti 

Charlie  Bo  and  Lum  Lap  Wing  are 
characterised  by  the  article  of  Septem- 
ber 2d  aa  the  "two  banditti."  It  accuses 
the  two  of  being  "privately"  eleoted  of- 
ficials of  the  association.  Reference  Is 
made  to  a  letter  published  in  aaother 
Cblaass  newspaper,  known  as  "Tal  Holn 
Tat  Bo,"  and  which  Is  termed  a  "cheap" 
paper.  The  letter,  which  Is  quoted, 
reads  In  part,  as  follows: 

"The  abolition  of  Confucianism  by  ths 
Pskln  Parliament  hae  caused  violent  dis- 
cussions. A  meeting  was  held  at  ths 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  Asso- 
ciation, aa  the  result  of  which  It  was 
decided  by  the  majority  to  send  a  tele- 
gram to  Pekin  to  protest  against  auch 
abolition.'' 

Discussing  this  The  New  .  Republic 
said  that  It  was  not  meant  to  abolish 
Confucianism  altogether  and  continued: 
You  Illiterate,  blind  worms,  misunder- 
stood the  meaning  of  the  phrase,  and 
you  are  the  very  uneducated  criminals 
of  our  great  Confucius.  .  .  .  Bo  you 
think  that  Parliament  will  not  thorough- 
ly consider  the  proposition,  and  would 
abolish  a  religion  and  thus  deprive  our 
country  of  a  religion?  If  your  mind  is 
sound  you  will  certainly  not  have  tbie 
foolish  Idea."  The  authenticity  ef  the 
etatement  that  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  association  agreed  to  the 
telegram  is  denied  and,  In  the  course  of 
a  long  tirade,  the  president  and  the  vice- 
president  are  termed  "thieves," ,.  "trait- 
ors to  the  Republic"  whom  "we  people 
should  have  —  killed  (exterminated) 
without  further  consideration." 

BeoumSsya  2»roved 

Harry  Chan  was  called  to  prove  the 
documents.  He  said  that  he  had  made 
as  near  a  correct  translation  as  pos- 
sible. In  this  he  has  been  assisted  by 
Harry  Hastings,  the  Interpreter.  He 
was  closely  cross-examined,  the  line 
taken  being  as  to  whether  he  had  not 
put  a  harsh  meaning  on  the  Chinese 
characters. 

Testimony  was  given  by  Detective 
Sergt  H.  O'Loary  to  the  effect  that  he 
had  searched  the  premises  of  The  New 
Republic,  Cormorant  Street,  under  war- 
rant and  had  found  the  copies  of  the 
newspapers   in   question. 

In  the  afternoon  Charlie  Bo  and  Lum 
Lap  Wing  gave  evidence  as  to  the  as- 
sault of  Ootober  t. 

Mr.  Fell,  In  asking  for'  the  dismissal 
of  the  charges,  said  that  there  was 
nothing  whatever  against  the  editor  of 
the  paper,  Lee  Kong  Mowe  Ho  chal- 
lenged the  correctness  of  the  transla- 
tions produced.  They  were  not  even 
tolerably  correct.  It  was  a  difficult 
mattsr  to  maks  an  accurate  translation 
of  Chinese  Into  Englloh,  aa  the  former 
characters  were  capable  both  of  harsh 
and  innooent  meaning.  The  whole 
trouble  was  of  a  political  nature.  The 
articles  were  criticism  of  Charlie  Bo 
and  his  vice-president  for  their  usurp- 
ation of  office  and  their  general  h\h 
handed  actions.  It  was  fair  and  open 
criticism.

Pointing  to  the  crlmee  detailed  coun- 
sel said  that  none  or,  these  was  a  crime 
In  British  Columbia,  and  he  argued  that 
these  mattsrs  all  had  reference  to  what 
would  be  the  position  of  Charlie  Bo 
and  Lum  Lap  Wing  In  China  under  the 
circumstances.  He  maintained  that  the 
paper  had  aot  exceeded  Its  right  la  what 
It  had  eald  and  that  harder  things  bad 
beea  said  by  British  Columbia  news- 
papers during  the  recent  provincial 
election  campaign.  Ths  adjuration 
"bring  your  spikes,''  It  was  said,  con- 
firmed this  view,  because  there  were 
no  auch  weapone  here,  but  doubtless 
there  were  in  China.  The  language  was 
characteristically  flowsry,  but  there  was 
no  mention  of  the  meeting  of  Octobef 
8,  and  no  evidence  of  Incitement  to  as- 
sault or  disturbing  the  peace.  It  was 
straightforward,  honest  criticism. . 

There  was  nothing  to  show  that  any 
of  ths  rioters  had  read  the  articles. 
Nothing  could  be  assumed  In  a  trial  of 
this  kind.  How  many  people,  Mr.  Fell 
asked,  read  the  editorials  of  a  paper? 
Answering  himself  he  ventured  "about 
half."  The  effect  on  the  Chlneae  was 
not  disturbing  aa  far  as  could  be  aeon. 
Charlie  Bo  had  passed  off  the  criticism 
as  "the  barking  of  a  dog."  Aaother 
had  laughed  and  thrown  the  paper  away 
and  a  third  had  observed  that  the  paper 
wae  "scolding "  too  much.  That  waa  the 
proper  term.  There  had  been  no  Incite- 
ment aad  he  asked  for  a  dismissal, 
pointing  out  Incidentally  that  throe  of 
the  accused  already  were  committed  for 
rioting  and  that  It  waa  useless  clutter- 
ing the  courts  with  caeeo  having  to  do 
with  the  same  affair.

Mr.  Moresby  observed  that  It  waa  Idle 
to  say  that  such  articles  were  net  cal- 
culated to  Incite.

Dr,  Pearse,  Recently  Returned 
From  Service,  Gives  Inter- 
esting Address  Before  Wo- 
men's Canadian  Club. 


The  regular  meeting  of  the  Women's 
Canadian  Club,  held  in  the  Alexandra 
Club  ballroom  yesterday  afternoon,  wan 
of  great  interest  to  all  membera  in  at- 
tendance. The  proceedings  were 
opened 'by  the  singing  of  the  verae  from 
"o  Canada"  by  the  club. 

The  preaident,  Mrs.  Henry  Hanlngton. 
then  introduced  the  speaker  of  the  af- 
ternoon. Dr.  Pearse,  recently  returned 
from  service  in  the  region  of  Salonlca. 
who  had  been  prevailed  upon,  by  a 
deputation  from  the  club,  to  address 
the  meeting  concerning  his  experiences 
during   that   time. 

Dr.  Pearse,  in  bJs  opening  remarks, 
said  that  the  first  sign  he  and  his  party 
saw  of  a  war,  was  on  their  departure 
from  New  York  Harbor,  when  they  ob- 
served British  cruisers  patrolling  the 
region  and  watching  all  ships  leaving 
that  port.  Their  ship  was  escorted  by 
an  armored  cruiser.  He  briefly  re- 
ferred to  the  journey  across  the  Atlan- 
tic, the  precautions  observed  during  the 
passage,  the  arrival  in  England  and 
their  movements  while  on  British  soil. 

The  unit  to  which  he  was  attached 
left  England  on  the  transport  ship. 
Knight  of  the  Oarter,  which  had,  in  ad- 
dition to  a  heavy  human  freight,  400 
mules  on  board.  During  their  passage, 
he  performed  a  great  many  inoculations 
and  vaccinations.  Nothing  startling 
happened,  aside  from  being  stopped  in 
their  course  by  a  French  patrol-boat, 
until  their  Identity  wan  established,  and 
then  were  allowed  to  continue  on  their 
way.

As  they  approached  Minims  Harbor, 
the  advanced  base  for  the  Dardanelles 
operations  they  were  escorted  the  last 
twelve  hours  of  their  journey  by  the 
steamer  Lowestoft,  also  the  Chatham. 
Just  inside  the  harbor,  which  was 
closed  at  night  by  means  of  nets,  they 
naw  several  British  cruisers  in  a 
slightly  damaged  condition.  Camps  and 
hospitals,  Australian,  British  and 
French,  were  situated  near  the  shores. 
The  harbor  was  a  natural  bay,  sur- 
rounded by  hills,  and  with  no  suitable 
landglng-place.  Transports  numbering 
.".6  were  seen  in  one  arm,  not  Including 
the  British  cruisers  among  the  ships 
which  were  used  for  transportations 
purposes.  The  task  of  supplying  400,- 
000  troops  with  food,  water  and  am- 
munition, necessitated  the  large  number 
of  ships  In  operations,  and  there  were 
also  colliers,  tankers  and  store  ships. 
Including  the  yacht  Liberty  and  H.M.S. 
Arragon,  which  was  the  post-office 
headquarters  for  that  region.  Here  al- 
so was  the  Blue  Funnel  liner  Hector  on 
observation  work,  which  included  send- 
ing up  a  balloon  tied  to  the  ship;  and  a 
dummy  battleship  devised  to  attract 
and  reveal  the  enemy's  fire.  Italian. 
French  and  British  battleships  and  de- 
stroyers were  also  In  this  region.  He 
was  transferred  to  the  Simla  and  after 
three  or  four  days  was  again  trans- 
ferred to  H.M.S.  hospital  ship  Valdivla. 
Typical    Hospital    Ship 

The  speaker  then  described  the  ex- 
ternal and  Internal  appearance  of  tho 
typical  thospital  ship;  and  eard  there 
was  no  foundation  for  the  Germans' 
oft-repeated  statement,  that  they  did 
not  recognise  It  aa  a  hospital  ship. 
Alpng  both  sides  of  the  ship,  which  is 
painted  white,  are  deep  green  bands,  ex- 
tending from  stem  to  stern,  and  inter- 
sected fore  and  aft  by  huge  red 
crosses,  with  a  blue  ensign.  At  night 
a  row  of  green  lights  and  the  huge  red 
cross  In  red  llghtB,  with  tho  ventilation 
holes  In  buff-colored  lights,  make  the 
presence  of  the  ship  an  indisputable 
fact.  The  authorities  on  board  take 
every  precaution,  for  the  constant  light- 
ing of  the.  ship  after  dusk,  as  "they 
cannot  be  too  careful  in  dealing  with 
the  Germans." 

The  Internal  arrangements  of  the 
ship  were  cleared  put,  all  but  the 
machinery,  and  Instead  of  cabins  huge 
wards  were  arranged  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  from  «  to  80  patients.  There 
were  swing  cots  in  some  and' In  others 
stationary.  In  other  ways  their  In- 
terior equipment  was  quite  tfp-to-date, 
as  the  mattresses  and  bedding  were 
good,  and  there  were  kitchens,  pantries 
and  bathrooms  connected  with  each 
ward,  which  was  In  charge  of  the  or- 
derlies and  under  the  supervision  of  the 
doctors  and  nurses.  . 

Booeptton  of  Wounded 

On  approach  to  a  port  where  wounded 
would  be  brought  on  board,  everything 
is  put  in  readiness  for  the  reception  of 
the  patients.  The  principal  medical 
officer  has  his  instruments  sterilised 
and  Is  attired  In  his  surgical  uniform, 
awaiting  their  arrival.  Huge  boxes  con- 
taining stretchers  are  swung  over  the 
sides  of  the  ship,  the  patients  are 
placed  therein  and  drawn  up  on  board 
without  the  least  jarring  effect  on  the 
patient.  Each  one  bears  a  label,  which 
the  medical  officer  examines  immediate- 
ly to  ascertain  the  nature  of  his  wound 
or  Illness.  In  every  case  the  men  dis- 
played the  greatest  heroism  amid  the 
appalling  discomforts  and  pain  they 
suffered.  Their  clothes  were  cleaned, 
sterilised  and  stored  away  during  their 
illness   and    until    they     were     required^ 

During  their  passage  through  the 
"troubled  waters"  It  was  noticeable  that 
the  Turks  always  played  the  game 
square.  In  the  region  of  the  hospital 
ships.  Their  shells  always  passed  over 
the  ship,  dropping  behind  it.  The  vari- 
ous shells  received  appellations,  of 
which  Asiatic  Annie,  Tired  Tim  and 
Whining  Willie  were  humorous  exam- 
plea 

The  speaker  referred  to  the  magnifi- 
cent work  of  the  Red  Cross,  who  supply 
everything  required,  in  any  quantity  re- 
quired and  at  any  time.  Wherever 
troops  are  stationed  a  Red  Croso  head- 
quarters is  established.  On  one  occa- 
sion when  this  particular  hospital  *»lp 
arrived  at  Malta,  on  hearing  that  tAey 
would  be  there  for  throe  or  four  days, 
the  authorities  sent  all  their  soiled 
laundry  ashort  to  be  washed.  Including 
710  pairs  of  pajamas  and  pieces  of  bed 
linen.  A  few  hours  later,  however, 
they  were  In  a  quandary  concerning 
this  same  problem  when  they  received 
orders  to  sail  In  a  few  hours.  They 
applied  to  tho  Red  Cross  workers,  who 
promised  them  all  they  required  and 
had  all  on  board  a  half-hour  before  sail- 
ing.. This  waa  given  aa  one  Instance  of 
their  resourcefulness  under  any  circum- 
stances or  conditions.

PETROGRAD,  Dec.  6.— The  following 
official  reports  dealing  with  operations 
on  the  Roumanian  fronts  was  issued 
this  evening: 

"In  Wallachla  fighting  Is  continuing 
on  the  roads  from  Tergovistea  to 
Ploestl  and  from  Tltu  to  Bucharest  and 
west  and  south  of  Stolitza.  Under  pres- 
sure  of  superior  enemy  forces  which 
are  incessantly  attacking  the  Rouman- 
ians the  latter  are  retiring  east.  Rou- 
manian attempts  to  check  enemy  at- 
tacks on  the  road  to  Ploestl  and 
Bucharest   were   unsuccessful. 

"On  the  Black  Sea  our  seaplanes 
made  a  raid  on  the  village  of  Kara 
Murad,  north  of  Constanta.  After 
throwing  bombs  and  firing  on  a  balloon 
the    seaplanes    returned. 

"On  the  Moldavian  frontier,  In  the 
valley  of  the  River  Trotus  and  south 
to  the  valley  of  the  River  Dovtlan,  en 
gagements  still  are  proceeding.  We 
again  captured  a  range  of  heights,  but 
the  enemy  is  showing  stubborn  resist- 
ance and  attempting  to  restore  his  pos. 
session  by  counter-attacks."

BERLIN,  Dec.  6. — Renewed  Russian 
attacks  in  the  Carpathians  and  along 
the  line  of  the  Transylvanlan  frontier 
were  made  yesterday,  but  did  not  gals 
the  slightest  success.  It  was  announced 
officially  today.  Teutonic  troops  recap- 
tured  lost  positions. 

In  Western  Roumania  Teutonic 
troops  are  pursuing  the  defeated  Rou- 
manians on  the  front  before  Bucharest. 
They  are  across  the  railroad  leading 
northwest  from  Bucharest  to  Tergov- 
istea. 

In  the  Danube  lowlands  Russian  at- 
tacks were  repulsed  with  heavy  losses 
and  the  number  of  prisoners  taken  has 
been    increased    to    12.500.
